DEVELOPING THE COMMAND 
VOICE 


RAINING officers who can effectively 

command well-disciplined troops is 
one of the important jobs being accom- 
plished by the U. 8. Army today. In those 
mobile units which employed radio com- 
munication, the command voice is empha- 
sized through mechanical amplification 
which can make up for some deficiencies 
in the voice itself. But for straight com- 
mands delivered by an officer directly 
to troops the development of an effective 
command voice is vital. 

At the Quartermaster Replacement 
Training Center, Camp Lee, Va., an ex- 
perimental course in voice contro] was 
tried out recently in one of the Basic 
Military Training Regiments, and found 
80 helpful that it has been continued in 

# aseries of classes and lectures to members 
of the cadre of the Center. Brig. Gen. Guy 
I, Rowe, Commanding General of the 
QMRTC, has commented favorably on 
the progress of officers and non-commis- 

ioned officers who have taken the course. 

Like all of the technical training 
courses in Camp Lee’s Quartermaster Re- 
nt Center, the voice-training 

s have been cut down to a minimum 
of time with a maximum of information, 
crammed into five 1 hour lecture periods, 
band each of them followed by individual 
instruction and correction. 

In the first session, all students of a 
class are given a “hearing,” to determine 

y their faults. Most frequent trouble is the 
most unconscious automatic tightening 
of the neck muscles when a command is 
given, to force out sound, resulting in 
Strain, hoarseness, sore throat, and, 
Worst of all, unintelligible and jumbled 
sounds instead of clear commands. Offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers appear 
‘0 their men the way they sound, and if 
fommands are given in a sluggish man- 
fer, without zip, rhythm, or clarity, 
‘they'll be executed in the same fashion. 
‘Poor enunciation plays a major part in 
the errors committed with the voice, with 
me most outstanding examples “Forward 
rch!” and “Port arms!” which so often 

re made to sound alike: “Pfwt haht!”

3- Year USMA Course 
Sought by War Dept. 


The War Department this week re- 
quested legislation which would permit 
reduction of the course of instruction at 
the U. 8S. Military Academy from four 
years to three years. 

A bill to carry out the proposal was 
promptly introduced in the Senate as 8. 
2747 by Sen. Thomas, of Utah. The Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee was 
scheduled to report the bill yesterday and 
the House Military Affairs Committee will 
take up the bill this coming week. 


Transmitting the bill to Congress, Un- 
der Secretary of War Patterson declared 
that the Army needs “officer personnel in 
the lower commissioned grades with, at 
least, more than the rudiments of higher 
education and military training.” 


Under the plan of the Army, if the bill 
is enacted, members of the first class will 
graduate in January, 1943, instead of 
June of that year. Members of the present 
second class will graduate in June of 1943, 
a full year ahead of the scheduled gradua- 
tion date of June, 1944. Succeeding 
classes, during the remainder of the war, 
will be graduated in three years. 

The proposal represents a direct re- 
versal of former War Department oppo- 
sition to any shortening of the West Point 
course. 

The day the measure was sent to Con- 
gress, Secretary of War Stimson stated 
that, “If Congress approves the course 
will be reduced for the duration of the 
war. I would express my favor of such 
a bill.” 

Approval of the War Department and 
of the Bureau of the Budget was ex- 
pressed in the letter sent to Congress 
later that day by Under Secretary Pat- 
terson. 

Judge Patterson’s letter follows: 

“There is enclosed the draft of a bill ‘To 
authorize a reduction in the course of instruc- 
tion at the United States Military Academy,’ 
which the War Department recommends be 
enacted into law. 

“The purpose of the proposed legislation is 
to authorize the President to reduce, in his 
discretion, until the termination of the present 
war, the course of instruction at the Mili- 
tary Academy from four years to three years 
and to graduate classes which have com- 
pleted such reduced courses of instruction. 

“The Act of 30 March 1920 provided, among 
other things, that the course of instruction at 
the Military Academy shall be four years. As 
the legislative history of that portion of the 
enactment demonstrates, its purpose was to 
restore a full four-year course of instruction 
at West Point, based upon the needs of a 
peace-time Army undergoing a drastic reduc- 
tion in the strength of its military personnel, 
both commissioned and enlisted. Today, the 
needs of our armed forces are vastly differ- 
ent from their needs as foreseen in 1920. The 
normal, and concededly desirable, peace-time 
standard of a course of instruction approxi- 
mating in duration a ‘college generation’ 
should give way, in the considered view of the 
War Department, to the emergency need of 
our rapidly-expanding Army for officer per- 
sonnel in the lower commissioned grades with, 
at least, more than the rudiments of higher 
education and military training. 

“Precedent exists for the proposed legisla- 
tion in the Act of 3 July 1941 whereby the 
President was authorized temporarily to re- 
duce the course of instruction at the United

New Army Air Ratings 


The War Department announced on 
8 September the new Army regulations 
listing the aeronautical ratings open to 
officers, warrant officers, flight officers 
and enlisted men of the Army of the 
United States and placing command of 
tactical units of the Army Air Forces 
only in Air Corps officers qualified as 
pilots. The new regulations also clarify 
the status of flying officers entitled to 
flight pay. 

Twelve ratings are open to officers, 
warrant officers and flight officers who 
qualify under regulations prescribed by 
ithe Commanding General of the AAF or 
any officer he may designate. They are: 

Command Pilot, Senior Pilot, Pilot, 
Senior Balloon Pilot, Balloon Pilot, Sen- 
ior Service Pilot, Service Pilot, Senior 
Aireraft Observer, Aircraft Observer, 
Technical Observer, Glider Pilot and 
Liaison Pilot. 

Enlisted men of the Army of the United 
States are eligible for all ratings except 
that of Technical Observer, which can 
be held only by an Air Corps officeypand 
qualified pilot. 

With three exceptions, only flying offi- 
cers rated as pilots of service type air-

Naval Air Promotions; 
Physical Exams at 58 


Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, 
holding his first press conference since 
April, this week made three important 
announcements affecting officer personnel 
of the Navy. He told reporters that: 

1. Temporary promotion of all officers, 
line and staff, will be made as needs de- 
mand from lists prepared using the selec- 
tion system, and approved by the Presi- 
dent. 

2. Promotions of naval aviators will oc- 
cur at earlier dates than promotions of 
regular line officers. 

8. All officers of the Regular Navy who 
reach their 58th birthday during this 
calendar year have been ordered to ap- 
pear for special physical examinations. 

The tremendous expansion of our Navy 
was reflected in the Secretary's disclo- 
sure that during each of the past two 
months almost as many men have been 
recruited as comprised the peace-time 
Navy, whose strength is estimated at ap- 
proximately 100,000 officers and men. 

Ships for this Navy he said were being 
completed ahead of schedule in all cases. 

Secretary Knox said that promotion of 
the line and staff officers, including naval 
aviators, would result from their names 
being included on lists prepared “using the 
selection system” and submitted to the 
President for approval. He said the avia- 
tors’ lists had already been approved, but 
that neither type of list would be made 
available for publication. 

Rear Adm. Randall Jacobs, USN, Chief 
of Naval Personnel, who was present at 
the conference, said that where in peace- 
time, promotion resulted from recom- 
mendation by legally constituted selec- 
tion boards of nine officers, now com- 
mittees of officers meet informally, to 
make recommendation to the Secretary 
of Navy, who then transmits his approved 
lists to the President. 

Concerning the promotion of aviators, 
Secretary Knox said that a “difficult 
situation has been worked out to insure 
justice and meet the needs of faster pro- 
motion.” He said the promotion of air 
officers under the new provisions would 
include those of flag rank. 

Pointing out that modern warfare 
places a difficult strain on all officers, 
Secretary Knox said he has encouraged 
the action in setting up examining boards 
on the East and West Coast to determine 
the physical qualification of the officers 
whose 58th birthday will be reached this 
year. He said that those officers who do 
not pass the rigid physical tests would be 
ordered before retiring boards. Queried 
as to the possible use of an officer retired 
under this regulation at a “desk job,” the 
Navy Secretary said each case would have 
to be decided individually. 

Admiral Jacobs told newsmen that ap- 
proximately 130 officers would be effected 
by this regulation. He said that they in- 
cluded commanders, captains, and offi- 
cers of flag rank. The examinations, 
given in Washington and San Francisco, 
are now proceeding. 

Meanwhile, the Secretary said the Navy 
intends to continue its recruiting program 
as long as possible on the voluntary sys-

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Urge Vote For Soldiers, But Recognize Problems

ITH elections a scant two months away, Congress this week continued its 

argumentation on the soldier-vote legislation. Main point in the controversy 
was whether it was within Congress’ power to set regulations for suffrage beyond 
those expressly stated in the Constitution. The abolition of the poll tax for soldiers 
was a crucial] question. 

Angry at the legislative delays which the bill has met, the Washington, D. C., Post 
says: “Only half an eye is needed to see that the ballots-for-soldiers bill has become 
a political football. Doubtless the great majority of legislators are in favor of mak- 
ing special concessions so that men serving their country may retain a voice in the 
election of public officials, But the simple issue has been virtually lost to sight in the 
quarrel over Scuthern poll taxes and the one-many party system in the South. It 
is a pity that Congress has not been able to disentangle these issues.” 

Then in an analysis of the proposals for executing the soldier-vote, the Post 
says: “What seems to be needed most is some means of giving assurances that this 
soldiers-vote bill will be considered in a non-political atmosphere and that it will 
not be used as a precedent for the extension of Federal control over the election 
machinery of the States. Defeat of the measure by political horseplay would be a 
black eye for a democratic system that is fighting for its continued existence.” 

The Mobile, Ala., Register and the Wilkes Barre, Pa., Record point out that “the 
indicated total of 9,000,000 men in uniform means that a higher proportion of the 
population will be under arms than during any previous period in the history of 
the United States. If to this group is added a percentage of the votes of relatives 
and friends, it is clear that the ‘soldier vote’ is due to reach an enormous proportion.” 
These papers then advise: “Intelligent office seekers would consequently do well, 
in months or years to come, to give greater consideration to the needs and interests 
of the ‘soldier vote’ and less to those pressure groups that place their own selfish 
desires ahead of measures to expedite an American victory.” 
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“There is no question about the principle that every American citizen in service, 
whether at home or abroad, should have his vote,” says the San Francisco, Calif, 
Chronicle, “To say that men in service should not have a voice in their national destiny 
would be an absurdity, but how to give them that function equitably is a brainy 
twister.” 

Similarly, the Decatur, Ill., Herald holds: “An effort by Congress to give alj 
American citizens in uniform the privilege of voting in their home states by absentee 
ballot, is as President Hoover said of the prohibition law, ‘noble in motive’.” Thep 
continuing the Herald says: “Unhappily the proposal] to bring about this desirable 
end by congressional enactments runs squarely against a principal of our constitu. 
tiopal law as old as the country itself. It is not in the power of Congress to make 
a suort-cut through all the maze of State law,” the Herald emphasizs. 

The Greensboro, N. C., News, perturbed at small representations during discus. 
sions of the bill, says it “believes in the right of American citizens wherever they 
may be, and especially when they are sent to the four corners of the earth to defend 
democracy und demucratic rights, among which suffrage is to the forefront. At 
the same time,” the News relates, “the measure which would give them this right, 
in the form it has been presented to the Congress, calls for more than perfunctory treat- 
ment. It conflicts with constitutional provisions of several of the states; it provides 
for the setting up of special election machinery to handle the soldier votes separate 
and apart; it supersedes absentee vote systems which many of the states already 
have in operation; and it represents congressional infringement upon, if not the 
invasion of, new fields of control. Maybe this extension of control is highly desirable. 
But nevertheless the pending measure is controversial and ought to have far more 
deliberation and a larger, more representative vote for effectuation than Congress 
can possibly give it under existing circumstances.”

Raise WAAC’s Pay 


The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
yesterday considered amendments pro- 
posed by the War Department to the 
Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps Dill 
which would increase the pay of mem- 
bers of the corps to the rates paid to 
officers and men of the Regular Army, 
and which would give WAAC’s the right 
to make allotments from their pay. 


The amendments are not yet embodied 
in a Senate bill, but were suggested by 
the War Department as a substitute for 
a bill (H. R. 7448) introduced in the 
House last month by Representative Mag- 
nuson, of Wash, 


The Army endorsed Mr. Magnuson’s 
bill in principle, but suggested more far- 
reaching substitutes, 


It is expected that the Department's 
proposed bill will be introduced in the 
Senate and reported promptly by the 
committee. 

Under the proposal pay of the director 
will be raised from that of a major to 
that of a colonel of the Regular Army 
without dependents. Pay of assistant di- 
rector would be raised from that of a cap- 
tain to that of a Heutenant colonel. A new 
grade of field director, with pay of major, 
will be created. First officers, who now 
receive pay of first lieutenant, will re- 
ceive pay of a captain; and second offi- 
cers, now paid $1575, will receive the pay 
of a first lieutenant—$2000. Third offi- 
cers, now paid $1500, will retain the rela- 
tive grade of second lieutenant but will 
receive $1800, 

The pay of enrollees will be those of en- 
listed men of the Army, from the $138 a 
month paid a master sergeant to the $50 
paid to privates, At present there are but 
four grades of auxiliaries who receive 
rates of pay based on those of the third, 
fourth, fifth and seventh enlisted grades 
before enactment of the pay bill. Special- 
ist ratings will be abolished, as has been 
done in the Army. 

The provision for making allotments of 
pay is to meet an objection of the Comp- 
troller General who recently ruled that 
present law gives no such authority. 

Another section of the proposed bill 
will give officer candidates who are not 
enrollees the right to travel pay. 

During testimony on the bill, it was re- 
vealed that the Corps expects to have a 
strength of 25.000 by 1 April 1943, and 
that it is planned to put a company of 
WAAC’s on each large post. 

The 436 graduates of the first officers’ 
class will be assigned to the staff of the 
school, headquarters in Washington, to 
recruiting duty, and to the first of the 
companies organized, it was revealed. 

It was also explained that it is pro- 
posed to assign an assistant director to 
command the school, and another to serve 
as deputy director under Director Oveta 
Culp Hobby. Other assistant directors 
would command the WAAC’s in the larger 


Service Commands. Field directors in 
the smaller Service Commands, and 
would command groups of companies in 
the larger commands.

Study Pay Bill Amendments 

Consideration by the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee of proposed amend- 
ments to the pay bill, scheduled to have 
come up last week has been postponed to 
an undetermined day this coming week. 

The War and Navy Departments have 
under study a number of proposed 
amendments to the interdepartmental pay 
act which it may be found desirable to 
incorporate in the bill under considera- 
tion. 8. 2723. 

This bill was introduced by Senator 
Johnson, of Colo., author of the pay bill, 
immediately after the Comptroller Gen- 
eral ruled (see decision in 1 August is- 
sue) that the service which may be 
counted by reserve officers for longevity 
pay may not be counted in full to deter- 
mine their pay periods. The Johnson bill 
corrects this. It may well go even fur- 
ther before final enactment, for one pro- 
posed amendment is to permit Regular 
Army Officers to count prior reserve ser- 
vice for pay purposes. 

Another amendment which may come 
up is the crediting of officers’ pay with 
prior enlisted service. 


Define Active Duty for Pay 

The Comptroller General has held that 
a retired Navy officer who, pursuant to 
orders to report for active duty. proceeds 
to his duty station but is immediately 
hospitalized and relieved from active duty 
at the time of his discharge from hos- 
pital cannot be considered as having been 
on active duty for pay purposes. 

Active duty must actually be per- 
formed, declared the Comptroller, point- 
ing out that “otherwise the provision for 
a reduced pay upon retirement from the 
active list could be defeated by the issu- 
ance of orders to active duty.”

Navy Enlisted Ratings 


Names of three enlisted ratings have 
been changed by the Navy Department 
to eliminate confusion caused by a recent 
act of Congress which created three new 
warrant specialties—those of photog- 
rapher, aerographer and torpedoman. 

Since there were already enlisted rat- 
ings of these names, and in fact the act 
was designed to make possible promotions 
to higher grades for these enlisted rat- 
ings, it would be possible to have in the 
service a chief torpedoman, meaning a 
commissioned warrant officer, and a chief 
torpedoman, meaning a chief petty officer. 


The new names of the enlisted ratings, 
with authorized abbreviations, are:

tem. He said that recruiting figures were 
increasing, and that enlistments during 
August were the largest since the war be- 
gan. 

The officer procurement system was re- 
ported as operating smoothly, with pre- 
vious delays now eliminated. He said the 
Navy was getting an “exceptionally high 
class of officers” and praised the accom- 
plishments of the Reserve Officers. 

Following the press conference official 
announcements were issued as follows: 

Promotion of Officers 

“Secretary of the Navy Knox announced 
today that temporary promotions of all 
officers, line and staff, will be made as 
the needs of the service demand. 

“Promotions will be made from lists 
prepared, using the selective system. 
These lists will be subject to approval by 
the President. 

“These promotion lists will not be made 
public.” 

Naval Aviators 

“Secretary of the Navy Knox announced 
today that steps have been taken to in- 
sure that sufficient officers will be avail- 
able in the various grades for the rapidly 
expanding aeronautical organization of 
the Navy. 

“Lists of officers for temporary promo- 
tion to higher grades have been prepared 
using the selective system. 

“These lists have been approved by the 
President. 

“The lists will not be made public, but 
promotions will be made from these lists 
as the needs of the service require. 

“In view of the rapidly expanding aero- 
nautical organization, it may be expected 
that temporary promotions of naval avia- 
tors will occur at earlier dates than regu- 
lar line officers.” 

Physical Examinations 

“Secretary of the Navy Knox announced 
today that all officers of the regular Navy 


whose 58th birthday will be reached dur- | 


ing this calendar year have been ordered 
to appear for special physical examina- 
tions. 

“One board has been appointed on each 
coast. The East Coast board meets in 
Washington. The West Coast board meets 
in San Francisco. 

“These bourds have been directed to 
give thorough physical examinations and 


” 





to submit factual reports of each officer’s 
physical condition. 

“These examinations are being given to 
insure that only those officers whose 
physical condition warrants will remain 
in posts of responsibility.” 





Pay of Ist Sergeants 


With Army first sergeants now in pay 
grade one, as reported by the ARMy AND 
Navy JouRNAL last week, Marine first 
sergeants are waiting to hear when sim- 
ilar orders will be issued concerning 
them. 

That first sergeants of the Marine 
Corps will be advanced appears to be al- 
most a foregone conclusion since the Re- 
vised Statutes provide that the pay of en- 
listed men and officers of the Marine 
Corps shall be the same as that of com- 
parable ranks in the Infantry of the 
Army. 

Marine Headquarters has the matter 
under study and is expected to reach a 
decision within the next few days. 

Text of the official Army order follows: 

“1. Pursuant to the authority granted 
in section 9, Pay Readjustment Act of 
1942, 16 June 1942 (sec. I, Bull, 28, W. D., 
1942) effective on and after 1 Sept. 1942— 

“a. First sergeants will be enlisted men 
of the first grade (master sergeant) and 
- receive the pay and allowances there- 
of. 

“b. The supply sergeant or the tech- 
nical supply sergeant (Air Corps) of a 
company or similar unit in a larger unit 
(now grade four) will be enlisted men of 
the third grade (staff sergeant) and will 
receive the pay and allowances thereof. 

“c, The assistant supply sergeant of a 
regiment or a separate battalion (now 
grade four) will be enlisted men of the 
third grade (staff sergeant) and will re- 
ceive the pay and allowances thereof. 

“2. Pending revision thereof, such ex- 
isting regulations and instructions as are 
in conflict with the provisions of para- 
graph 1 are amended accordingly.” 


News Policy Explained 


Any friction which may have existed 
between Elmer Davis’ Office of War In- 
formation and the War and Navy De- 
partments appeared eliminated this week, 
following announcement that the Ser- 
vices would continue to issue communi- 
ques and other releases, with the OWI 
to have a strong voice in determining 
what is to be released and in formulating 
public information policies. 

Mr. Paul Smith, until recently a lieu- 
tenant commander in the Naval Reserve 
assigned to the Navy Office of Public 
Relations, and now chief of OWI news 
bureau, said that discussions relating to 
communiques will be held daily among 
high officials of the Army and Navy, 
Elmer Davis, and himself. 








Coast Guard in Solomons 


The Navy Department this week re- 
vealed that Coast Guardsmen were in- 
cluded in the forces which attacked and 
seized vital positions in the Solomon Is- 
lands. Serving as crews of transports 
and as members of gun crews aboard 
these vessels, they were praised highly, 
observers pointing out that the accuracy 
of their fire was “exceptional.” 

The Navy announcement said that this 
was the first time in Coast Guard history 
that its officers and men had engaged in 
an offensive operation so far from their 
home bases.

class for an exact check of the 120 beats 
a minute, and at the termination of the 
series of lectures, after the beat has been 
checked at the end of each class, the 
average student “hits the beat” much 
closer than before, in his marching com- 
mands. Correct interval between prepara- 
tory and the command of execution is 
studied, and the effect of precision in the 
enunciation of commands. “P’toon” and 
“Stend” become “Pla-toon” and “BEx- 
tend” with clarified pronunciation of syl- 
lables. 

In general, the course emphasizes the 
necessity of getting a good military spirit 
into the voice, and “zip,” which will in 
turn bring a spirited and military re- 
sponse from the men obeying the com- 
mands given. 

The course was originated by and is 
given under the direction of Staff Sgt. 
Richard W. Sharretts, who has combined 
a previous experience as a radio, opera, 
and concert singer in civil life, and seven 
years of training at McDonogh Military 
School, into the effective program of voice 
instruction. A student at the Peabody 
Conservatory of Music before his induc- 
tion into the Army, Sgt. Sharretts has 
also written a valuable training manual 
to be used in the course, entitled ‘“‘De- 
velopment of Command Voice with Pre- 
cision.” In addition to covering general 
work of the course, this manual contains 
countless special hints for correcting 
specific faults, and for better projection 
of commands. There are nearly 100 gen- 
eral commands that are employed fairly 
frequently, and which the efficient Army 
officer and non-commissioned officer owes 


|it- te himself and his position to be able 


to give in as effective a manner as pos- 
sible. 





Officers Relieved

and harmless and without any alien in- 
tent.

New Army Air Ratings 
(Continued from First Page) 
craft who are commissioned in the Air 
Corps, and qualified permanent generals 
of the line who hold pilot ratings for 
service types, may command tactical 
units. of the AAF, posts, camps, stations, 

depots, schools, and other commands. 

The exceptions are in Air Transport 
units or where the unit is equipped solely 
with liaison aircraft or with gliders. Com- 
mand of an Air Transport unit may rest 
with any flying officer, not necessarily 
commissioned in the Air Corps, who 
holds the rating of Senior Service Pilot 
or Service Pilot. Any flying officer with 
a rating of Liaison Pilot may command 
a tactical unit equipped with that type 
of aircraft, and Glider Pilots may com- 
mand units equipped solely with gliders. 

Pilots of service types of aircraft, who 
may be eligible to command under the 
above regulations, are designated as any 
officer, warrant officer, flight officer or 
enlisted man of the Army of the United 
States who on 2 July 1926, held any aero- 
nautical rating as Pilot, or who has sub- 
sequently been or may hereafter be 
granted a rating as Command Pilot, Sen- 
ior Pilot, Pilot, Senior Balloon Pilot, 
Balloon Pilot, Senior Service Pilot, Ser- 
vice Pilot, Glider Pilot or Liaison Pilot. 

A flying officer entitled to flight pay— 
50 per cent of base pay—is designated 
as one who has been granted a rating 
as a Pilot on service types of planes, or 
a rating as Aircraft Observer, or as any 
other member of a combat crew. Combat 
crews include bombardiers, navigators, 
photographers, radio operators and gun- 
ners. 

The regulation also provides that for 
the duration of the war, plus six months, 
Flight Surgeons and Commissioned Offi- 
cers or Warrant Officers undergoing fly- 
ing training shall be considered as flying 
officers.

WAVES Back to Classes 

Welcomed at Northampton, Mass., with 
the practical freedom of Smith College 
and the liberties of the home of Mrs. 
Grace Coolidge, widow of President Cool- 
idge, the Women Appointed for Voluntary 
Emergency Service are already being in- 
doctrinated into the Navy Department. 

They are learning the strictness of 
Navy life. It is up at a certain hour, 
breakfast at a certain time, drill at a 
specified period, give salutes to certain 
officers and receive them from others in 
the service, and so on and so on. 


Because, you see, these women all are 
college graduates, all (or nearly all) held 
important posts before joining the 
WAVES, and so the indoctrination course 
is but to get them into the idea of the 
hundreds of rules of Navy life before they 
step out as real officers to handle those 
whose experience has not been so learned. 

And that they are doing a first-class 
job at this learning is stated by those in 
charge of the Smith College work which 
is but a precursor to other studies at 
places like the University of Indiana, the 
University of Wisconsin, Oklahoma A. 
and M. and soon they will put in classes 
numbering 300 at Mt. Holyoke College at 
South Hadley, Mass. 

‘The initial group at Smith is numbered 
60, but this will be 129 by 28 Sept., and by 
6 Oct., when the initial classes of 900 stu- 
dent officers hit Northampton, most of 
these present students will be assigned 
to teach the classes to be opened then. 

A lot of feminine ingenuity has been 
used in framing the uniform of the 
WAVES. The hat is a darb. Miss Mc- 
Afee shows she knows hats, because she 
said it was to be a beauty and Miss Mc- 
Afee was right. It’s a trim little affair 
with brim of blue roled on either side set 
off by a white crown. It has three de- 
tachable covers, one of blue, one of white, 
and one of a new reserve blue. 

The uniform jacket is cut severely sim- 
ple wth a rounded collar overlapping the 
coat lapels, and the jacket carries four 
gilt buttons. The skirt is a six-gored effect 
with two inset pockets in front. There are 
three shirts to be worn at specified times 
by the WAVES—one of white rayon with 
turned down pointed collars and long 
single-buttoned sleeves, one of dark blue 
spun rayon, and one of pale blue cotton 
that will be worn without the jacket. 

The overcoat is of reserve blue, double- 
breasted with a double row of four gilt 
buttons. It is shaped at the waist and 
held by a half-belt back. 

Designations of the officer’s rank will 
be shown on the sleeves of the coat and 
jacket by light blue stripes. 

Also modeled was the double-breasted, 
full belted coat of water-repellent fabric. 
With this was worn.a tricky havelock—a 
hat cover, it was explained. It fits over 
the hat and hangs down to shoulders in 
the manner ef the Foreign Legion. 

The summer uniform will be white, 
similar to the design and cut of the win- 
ter outfit. A white hat cover will be worn 
with this. 

Shoes are plain black laced oxford with 
low heels (no higher than 1% inches, 
says WAVES regulations). White or 
black gloves of short length are regula- 
tion, too. The officers yesterday wore 
white ones. They also carried black hand 
bags with shoulder straps. 

Unlike officers of the Navy, the WAVES 
will not wear shoulder boards showing 
their rank. 

Members of the Women’s Reserve are 
ndvised that such matters as the length 
of their skirts, the amount of lip rouge 
and face powder they use, and the cut of 
their undergarments are to be left to their 
own discretion, After all, says their com- 
mander, they are women who have passed 
the age of foolishness. 

The first uniform to be actually worn 
in public was that of Lt. Comdr. Mildred 
H. McAfee, when she addressed her Wel- 
lesley College freshmen and sophomore 
classes who, on 29 Aug., were advised to 
take advantage of their unusual oppor- 
tunities in a changing and war-torn 
world, and to make fact-finding their 
prime school objective. 





Navy’s Yuletide Mail 


To insure the best possible Christmas 
for members of the Navy and Marine 
Corps abroad, relatives and friends send- 
ing Christmas packages should adhere 
closely to suggestions of Navy and Postal 
officials. Carelessness in choosing gifts 
or in packaging and mailing them, and 
failure to mail early enough, may mean 
that the recipient will have little or no 
Christmas cheer from home. 

Mailing Dates 

Christmas parcels and Christmas cards 
should be mailed during the period 1 October 
and ending 1 November. The earlier they are 
mailed the better the chances of arriving be- 
fore Christmas, Packages should be labeled 
“Christmas Parcel.” Special efforts will be 
made to deliver parcels so labeled in time 
for Christmas. 

Selection of Gifts 

Articles should be easily portable and use- 
ful in any climate. In the recommended cate- 
gory are toilet kits, watches, notebooks, pipes, 
wallets, pens or pencils, photographs, etc. 
Electrical apparatus is of doubtful value. No 
perishable matter should be included. Food, 
including cakes, cookies, fruits, ete., should 
be particularly avoided, as the necessary de- 
lay in handling mail under war conditions 
often causes such gifts to arrive in; bad con- 
dition, Stale or mashed cakes, cookies reduced 
to crumbs, and spoiled fruit do not make 
for a Merry Christmas for boys overseas. 
Clothing should not be sent unless it has 
been specifically asked for. 

Postal Regulations specifically prohibit the 
sending of intoxicants, inflammable materials 
(including matches of all kinds and lighter 
fluids), and poisons or compositions which 
may kill or injure another. 

Size and Weight 

Because of the urgent need for shipping 
space for war materials the size of Christmas 
parcels should not exceed that of an ordinary 
shoe box and should not weigh over six 
pounds, Not more than one Christmas pack- 
age may be mailed by the same sender, or 
to the same recepient, in any one week. 

Preparation 

Most Christmas parcels for overseas must 
be transported great distances and undergo 
considerable handling and storage, There- 
fore all parcels should be packed in substan- 
tial boxes or containers, and be covered by 
strong wrappers. Delay will be avoided if 
packages are not sealed but tied or secured 
so as to be readily opened for censoring. 
However, sealed packages of cigars, tobacco 
and toilet articles in simplest mercantile form, 
may be enclosed within packages. Contents 
of packages should be packed tightly to avoid 
damage in transit. Sharp instruments such 
as knives and razors should have their edges 
protected. 

Addressing 

Parcels for naval personnel abroad should 
show, in addition to the name and address 
of the sender, the name, rank or rating of 
the addressee and the naval unit or ship to 
which he is assigned. The location of the 
unit or ship, even if known by the sender, 
should never be included, as it might reveal 
military information. Only two post office 
addresses should be used. They are: c/o 
Postmaster, New York, and c/o Postmaster, 
San Francisco, depending on which is nearer 
the man addressed. Local addresses may only 
be used in addressing men within the con- 
tinental limits of the United States, 

Inscriptions such as “Merry Christmas,” 
“Do not open until Christmas,” ete. may be 
placed on the covering if they do not~inter- 
fere with the address. 

Postage 

Postage must be fully prepaid. Books are 
acceptable at the special rate of three cents 
a pound, 

Gifts of Money 

Money orders should always be used. At 
many places abroad, there are local prohibi- 
tions against the importation of United States 
money.

the joint pay act, which he originally sponsored, he is seeking to bring about an 
equality between the services and between the categories within the services is 
heartening to those groups which did not reap the full benefits of the new schedules. 
Senator Johnson had introduced a bill to authorize reserve officers to include their in- 
active service in computing their pay periods as well as their longevity pay, but action 
on the measure is being delayed while the Senate Military Affairs Committee and the 
War and Navy Departments study other phases of the problem. Foremost among 
the needed provisions are those which would permit Regular service officers to count 
former commissicned service in Reserve components for pay purposes, and to permit 
former enlisted men who are commissioned as officers to count their prior enlisted 
service for longevity and other pay purposes, Congress has voted to give Reserve 
officers full credit for all commissioned service for longevity pay purposes. The rule of 
equal treatment would demand that Regular officers also count their prior reserve 
service, active or inactive, for pay purposes. This they now cannot do. And, if these 
steps are accepted as right and just, what of the case of the enlisted man or warrant 
officer who is commissioned? These men worked hard for their commissions and many 
have had years of active military service. Yet, to many of them, the acceptance of a 
commission—entirely apart from the increased cost of living which is part of the 
being an officer—means an actual vay cut, often one of several hundred dollars. The 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard have eliminated part of this discrimination by 
providing a safeguard in law so that men receiving commissions shall suffer no loss 
of pay or allowances. The Army has no such safeguard. None of the four services 
appears to have approached this problem of credit for enlisted or warrant service from 
the standpoint of equal treatment for all personnel. It is hoped that the deliberations 
of the Senate committee will enable a careful study to be given to all phases of this 
complex subject of service compensation and that the legal correction, which justice 
demands, shall be made retroactive to the enactment of.the recent joint pay act.

ITHOUT much glory or publicity, but with many of the rigors of actual cam- 
bgt thousands of soldiers in Louisiana and the deserts of California are 
working prodigiously on field maneuvers for war. All training for war is grim, hard 
business, hut to the armored troops in the California desert, living on rationed water, 
foregoing sleep, and simulating as far as possible the physical exertions and depriva- 
tions that desert warfare against a real enemy would mean, life is doubly hard. Under 
the leadership of such men as Lt. Gen, Walter Krueger, Maj. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, 
Maj. Gen. Dan I. Sultan, Maj. Gen. Robert C. Richardson, jr., Maj. Gen. Homer C. 
Brown, and the others participating, this preview of war is conducted with a view to 
instilling into their officers and men ali the best of the lessons learned on the fighting 
fronts—and improving upon them—so that when they face the real enemies victory 
will be ours and losses and suffering kept at a minimum by reason of the preparation 
they are now getting. Lt. Gen. Leslie J. McNair, commanding general of the Army 
Ground Forces, who is responsible for their training program, is visiting all of the 
maneuvers, observing their progress and pointing out where weaknesses and strengths 
lie. During the World War no such large scale exercises were possible in the training 
on this side of the ocean, with the result that General Pershing found it necessary not 
only to plan and fight the war on the European continent, but also to establish many 
training camps for the new units arriving in France. Today, the forces maneuvering 
in the South are realistically rehearsing the latest tactics, commando raids are being 
made, river crossings against heavy opposition, air ground cooperation, etc. Tactics 
are being given their share of attention, but greatest emphasis is being placed on 
communication and supply, the proper functioning of which, under fire and the stress 
of rapid action, requires the utmost ingrained knowledge and training. As our Army 
grows larger and new organizations are added, let us hope that there will be time to 
apply this fine training to all units before they must go into action.

100 Years of Bureau System 


The Navy Department on 31 Aug., cele- 
brated a hundred year anniversary of 
operation under the bureau system. It 
was in 1842, when John Tyler was Presi- 
dent, that Congress passed legislation 
creating five bureaus to run Navy affairs 
in place of a three-man Board of Com- 


missioners. 
Originally, 
whose personnel 


there 


were five bureaus, 


were concerned with 


Navy Yards and Decks; Construction, 
Equipment and Repair; Provisions and 
Clothing; Ordnance and Hydrography; 
and Medicine and Surgery. 

An organizational change came in 1862, 
when the number of Bureaus was in- 
creased to eight. Added were the Bureau 
of Navigation, Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering, and the Bureau of Equipment 


and Recruiting. 


In 


1866, a separate 


Hydrographic Office was established by 
law. Of interest was the change of the 
Bureau of Navigation from a scientific 
bureau to one whose activities prompted 
the change of its name to the Bureau of 


Naval Personnel. 


Thus, today, after 100 years, during 
which time there has been heard official 
and unofticial criticism of the Bureau Sys- 
tem, there are seven units to execute the 
Navy’s business. These are: Yards and 
Docks, Medicine and Surgery, Naval Per- 
sonnel, Aeronautics, Supplies and Ac 
counts, Ordnance, and Ships.

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Gen. Sultan Praises Officers 


Headquarters Third Army, Somewhere 
in La.—Two Third Army officers were 
singled out for exceptional commendation 
by Maj. Gen. Dan I. Sultan. The recipi- 
ents of the high honor were Maj. Eugene 
Wolf, Huntsville, Ark., and Lt. Claudie 
Thompson, Oklahoma City, Okla. 

Major Wolf was cited for an “out- 
standing job in organizing his position for 
all around defenses and for the efficient 
and effective manner in which he prepared 
and concealed his command post dugout.” 
Lieutenant Thompson was lauded for a 
noteworthy display of “energy, -enthu- 
siasm and good judgment” in the organi- 
zation of a defensive position. 

General Sultan also lauded the able 
leadership and aggressiveness of the Red 
Task Force, commanded by Maj. Gen. 
John C. Persons, Birmingham, Ala., de- 
claring, “the aggressive use of this force 
was very effective.” 

General Sultan bestowed his accolades 
in a critique in which he urged all mem- 
bers of the Third Army to be their own 
“severest critics,” declaring that the “best 
criticism is the searching analysis each 
man gives himself during a problem. 

The intelligence activities of both 
maneuvering forces are showing steady 
improvement in each problem, General 
Sultan stated, as is the endurance and 
skill of the troops. Illustrative of this he 
mentioned ten long gruelling marches 
across extremely difficult terrain made by 
several Infantry and Cavalry regiments, 
and the movement of a command of 
heavy field guns over mud bogged roads 
in a torrential rainstorm at night. 

General Sultan’s address was pre- 
ceeded by short critiques by General Per- 
sons and Maj. Gen. William M. Robert- 
son, Blue commander, in which they 
pointed out certain shortcomings of their 
units and called for immediate corrective 
measures. 

Following the critique the troops im- 
mediately began taking up positions for 
the next problem, which will involve 
operations not previously undertaken in 





these maneuvers. A number of high 
Army officers are enroute to the maneuver 
area to observe these operations. 





Alter Washington Command 


The War Department announced 2 
September the removal of the Military 
District of Washington from the jurisdic- 
tion of the Third Service Command. 
Services of Supply functions formerly un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Commanding 
General, Third Service Command, Balti- 
more, will now be under the Commanding 
General, Military District of Washington.

Soldiers and Sailors Relief Act 


The House this week declined to accept 
amendments to the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Civil Relief Act of 1940 which had been 
added by the Senate, and sent the measure 
to conference. 

The bill, H. R. 7164, was passed by the 
House on 18 June after long study. The 
Senate approved the bill, with amend- 
ments, on 30 July. 

A number of amendments to the basic 
act of 1940 are involved, the principle one 
being the making available of relief pro- 
visions of the act to all persons who have 
entered the service after 17 Oct. 1940 or 
who shall serve during the rest of the 
war.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The attention of the Pacific War Council was directed this week 
to the countering of Japan’s next move. Chungking has repeatedly been reporting 


movement of Japanese troops away from the China front. The latest report, this 
week, was the movement of five divisions presumably to the Kwantung Army on 
the Soviet Border. The Chinese Army, and the American air forces cooperating with 
it, have been making the most of this situation, achieving substantial gains. Mean- 
while, the replacing of Shigenori Togo as Japanese Foreign Minister gives further 
evidence of Japanese imminent intention to move upon Russia. Togo was Ambas- 
gador to Moscow in 1938 and 1940 and prepared last year’s neutrality pact between 
Russia and Japan, and was known for his efforts to smooth over the tension between 
the two powers. It may be that he is being displaced because he is not in full agree- 
ment with the plans to strike now at Siberia. Americans returning with the exchange 
of prisoners report that Japanese units are being trained in ski fighting, that sleds 
are being acquired, and that there are other evidences of preparations for winter 
fighting. It is estimated that the Japanese now have upwards of 750,000 troops in 
Manchukuo. German pressure has been exerted upon the Nipponese to attack Siberia 
and now that Stalingrad appears to be tottering it is likely that the Japanese feel 
that they can wait no longer. 

In moving against the Soviets, Japan doubtless will attempt another Pearl 
Harbor, striking heavily by air at the air fields and military installations around 
Vladivostok, at Nikolaevask at the mouth of the Amur River opposite Sakhalien. 
Other probable targets will be air fields on Sakhalien and Kamchatka while their 
forces in our Aleutians will act to intercept any aid we may dispatch, The strategic 
tewn of Petropavlovsk on Kamchatka would thus be placed in a pincers. The dam- 
age our attacks have inflicted upon the forces in Kiska and Attu may well have 
taken some ‘of the teeth out of their forces in the Aleutians but they nevertheless 
serve as a listening and reconnaissance post. Land action in Siberia may well be 
up the valley of the Amur River, cutting off the bulge of land, ending at Vladivostok, 
which faces Tartar Strait and the Sea of Japan. 

Should the expected attack upon Siberia, instead of a move now against India, 
materialize, it will serve to afford the United Nations a chance to fight for bases 
within striking distance of Tokyo. It would be to destroy or occupy such bases that 
the Japs would move, but they nevertheless would open the front and afford the 
United States the opportunity to contend for them, something she can not do now 
because of the Soviet desire to delay action in that area while she is so hard pressed 
on her western front. Likewise, such a movement would give the United Nations 
more time to strengthen India’s frohtiers. 

An interesting dispatch from London this week reported that residents of 
Leopoldville in the Belgian Congo were welcoming the arrival of United States 
troops there. Leopoldville faces Brazzaville, in (Free) French Equatorial Africa, 
across the Congo River, the largest of the rivers in Africa and one which drains 
an area Of a million and a half square miles. Two railroads run into the interior, 
but do not connect with other roads so that the 3,000 mile river serves as the high- 
way. Plateau country affords fine airfields for rapid communication with Egypt and 
the north coast as well as with strategic Capetown. 

In the south movements are underway to get the fullest benefits from Brazil's 
entry into the War. President Roosevelt announced the organization of a corps of 
United States technical and industrial experts to be placed at the disposal of Brazil 
to assist in converting her economy to war-time requirements, Uruguay, whose small 
domain is all that separates Brazil from the estuary of the great Platte river, looks 
with favor upon her neighbor’s action, while the effect upon doubtful Argentina has 
been saluatory. 

















Ordnance Department—Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, USA-Ret., former chief of 
Ordnance, has been named assistant to the administrator in the Office of Lease-Lend 
Administration, Mr. Edward R. Stettinius, jr. He will serve as adviser on lend-lease 
shipments to the United Nations, and on matters such as reciprocal supplies from 
our allies to American forces abroad and the work of military missions overseas. 


Allotment-Allowances—Acting quickly to put into effect Congressional intention, 
both the Army and Navy have already begun to send out allotment-allowance pay- 
ments to dependents of Service personnel. The Navy sent out a group of checks, while 
first payment by the Army went to Mrs, Thelma Greer, of Brooklyn, N. Y., wife of 
Pvt. Ist cl. Matthew Greer, stationed in Washington, D. C. The check was enclosed 
in a letter from Maj. Gen. H. K. Loughry, Chief of Finance. 

The Army’s allotment and allowance system is handled by two agencies. One is 
the allotment and allowance branch of the Adjutant General’s Department, headed 
by Col. Thruston Hughes, AGD, with Col. H. N. Gilbert, AGD, as executive, which 
rules on fact of dependency and processes applications. The other branch is the Al- 
lotment Division of the Finance Department, which computes the amounts payable, 
mails checks and handles all changes in status and address. This division is headed 
by Lt. Col. T. G. McCulloch, FD, with Capt. Joe Lea, FD, as executive officer. 

Lt. Comdr. C, B. Hall, USNR, is officer in charge of the Navy Department Family 
Allowances Division of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. His executive officer 
is Lt. C. R. Green, USNR. 

In making announcement of his first payment, the Army said that in the next 
few months between 1,500,000 and 2,000,000 family allowance checks will be mailed 
to dependents. The Army is now mailing family allowance checks totaling $4,500,000 
to relatives and dependents of some 36,000 enlisted men in the four lower grades. 
These 36,000 checks represent about 72,000 beneficiaries, the War Department an- 
nounced. Twelve thousand checks were put into the mail on 1 Sept. and an additional 
24,000 were put in the mails up to today. 

Advanced payments of $5,808,000 have already been paid to dependents of some 
40,000 soldiers to alleviate actual hardship during the period which elapsed between 
the dates that soldier’s applications were filed and the date the first family allow- 
ances were authorized. This sum is subtracted from the initial full family allow- 
ance payments. The checks now being sent out cover any amounts that have accrued 
since 1 June for all applications received and processed up to 29 Aug. Payments are 
not made for fractions of a month. 


Marine Corps—W ith abolition of specialists ratings ordered by the new pay act of 
16 June 1942, the Marine Corps did not follow the Army’s plan of three technician’s 





grades assimilated with the third, fourth and fifth pay grades, but gave noncom- 
missioned officers’ ratings to nearly all specialists. This plan, although more simple 
than the Army’s, still requires appropriate revisions in tables of organization. Head- 
quarters is now engaged in amending the tables, eliminating the specialist ratings 
now required, and increasing the allotments of NCO’s. The basic principle followed 
in making the changes is as follows: Jobs formerly allotted to specialists first class 
are now assigned to staff sergeants; jobs which formerly called for specialists second 
class and third class are now allotted to sergeants ; some of the fourth class specialist 
allocations now go to sergeants, the remainder to corporals; the fifth class specialist 
allotments are now assigned to corporals, and the sixth class specialist allotments 
now go for the most part to privates first class. This principle is for general guidance 
only ; special conditions in the various units make many exceptions advisable. 

When Lt. Col. Joseph W. Knighton, USMO, recently left headquarters for a field 
assignment, the expansion of the Marine Corps made it advisable to assign not one, 
but two successors to his duties. His legislative duties were taken over by Col. Lee 
H. Brown, USMC, who holds the title of legal aide to the commandant, while his 
work in officer personnel was taken over by Lt. Col. Lepage Cronmiller, jr., USMC, 
who was given the title of officer-in-charge of officers’ records. 

Civilian aircraft pilots with the necessary qualifications are now eligi- 
ble to apply for a commission in the United States Marine Corps Reserve in 
flight status. Individuals who qualify for commissions will be detailed to duty as 
flight instructors or transport pilots. Ordinarily these flyers will be commissioned as 
second lieutenants, though the rank in which a candidate is commissioned will de- 
pend upon his age, experience and prominence in his field. 

Applicants must be between 18 and 39 years of age, inclusive, and must be 
physically and psychologically qualified. They must hold an effective commercial 
pilot’s certificate or a private pilot’s certificate with at least 300 hours’ flying time 
in aircraft of 100 horsepower or higher. Educational requirements are two years 
of college or the equivalent training. Applicants may report to the nearest Marine 
recruiting office for information or direct to the nearest naval aviation cadet selection 
board for examination. 


Army Warrant Officers—The selection board which has been processing the papers 
submitted by applicants who took the examination for appointment as warrant offi- 
cer (junior grade) has completed its work and submitted its findings to the Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, and to the Secretary of War. It is possible that the appointments 
recommended by the board may be made within the next few days. Although original- 
ly it was announced that 600 permanent appointmets would be made as a result of the 
examinations, it now appears that a somewhat smaller number will be appointed 
at this time, and the remainder of the appointments deferred until a later date. Ap- 
pointments will go to those who passed the examinations held 3-4 March in order of 
(1) grade, (2) length of service, and (3) age. 


Regular Army Appointments—The selection board which has been reviewing the ap- 
plications of officers on active duty for commissions in the Regular Army has com- 
pleted its work and has recommended 196 appointments to the Secretary of War. 
The appointments should be ready for the Senate by the middle of this month. 
Appointments will be in the grade of second lieutenant, but those officers now serving 
in higher grades will be continued in their advanced ranks. It is expected that the 
next examinations for commission in the Regular Army, under provisions of Circular 
No. 80, will be held in the spring of 1943. 


Armored Force—Maj. Gen. Willis D. Crittenberger has assumed command of the 
III Armored Corps, at Camp Polk, La., which was activated on 20 August in a cere- 
mony which was the second activation in less than a week, the other being that of 
the 11th Armored Division. Other high officers who were present included Maj. Gen. 
Lindsay McD. Silvester, commanding the 7th Armored Division; Maj. Gen. Edward 
H. Brooks, commanding the 11th Armored Division, and Col. Otto Wagner, command- 
ing officer of Camp Polk. ‘ 

In assuming this command, General Crittenberger returns to Louisiana for the 
third time. He was at Camp Beauregard in 1940 and commanded the 2nd Armored 
Brigade in 1941. In his speech at the ceremonies, he said: “The road that stretches 
out ahead of us is a rough one. We are up against professionals. We either kill or 
get killed. On this first day of official existence, then, let me express the fervent 
hope that the III Armored Corps will direct every effort toward preparing itself for 
its place in the vanguard of American troops which are to march forward en masse 
on a world battlefield, to an uncompromising victory.” 

Around the world in tanks! That’s the record of M. Sgt. Ivan H. Howitz, “dean” 
of the Armored Force School tank department, who thinks he probably has ridden 
the mechanical monsters more miles than any living American—25,000 miles, if not 
more. Sergeant Howitz has been with, in, by and around tanks for 23 years. And 
that’s a good many years of tanks. In his years with tanks, Sergeant Howitz has 
test-driven everything mechanical the United States Army has sent out to crawl 
over terrain—Cunninghams, Christies, T1E2’s—everything in the book. This vigorous 
hard-working army career got its start at Fort Slocum, N. Y., 14 Oct., 1912, when 
an earnest-faced Brooklyn boy enlisted and went at once to the border. Then it was 
Panama, from ’14 to '17, and finally World War I, overseas. It was 1st Sergeant 
Howitz then, youngest topkick in the 52nd Railway Artillery. 


Medical Department—The War Department announced this week that Red Cross 
brassards and identification cards will be issued as soon as practicable to all military 
personnel on duty in theatres of operation who are entitled to the protection of the 
Geneva Red Cross Convention of 27 July, 1929. Included in this group are all per- 
sonnel of the Army Medical Department, who are regarded as non-combatants. 

The War Department has instructed medical officers to exercise care in the 
detection of visual defects in order to prevent assignment to combat units of meD 
who are not qualified for general military service. This action followed receipt of 
a report from a command outside the continental limits of the United States that @ 
large number of men who have been sent there have been found to have disqualifying 
visual defects. 

The instructions said that where possible all soldiers having visual defects be 
provided with corrective lenses prior to their being sent to foreign duty, and urged 
that attention be directed to paragraphs 16 and 17, Section IV, MR 1-9, Standards of 
Physical Examination During Mobilization, 15 March, 1942, and to section III, Cire 
No. 198, 1942. 

Graduation of 12 Negroes from the Medical Field Service School, Carlisle Bat- 
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racks, Pa., brought to 83 the number of colored officers who have completed courses 
at the school. Eight of the courses were physicians, while four were in the officer 
candidate division, being commissioned second lieutenants in the MAC. 

The eight Negro officers are First Lieutenants James A. Batts, Walter L. Henry, 
Ralph R. Tolver, Cary H. Freeman; Theodore L. Hughes, Marshall M. Jones, James 
J. Miree, and Eugene L, Youngue, jr. 

The four Negroes commissioned in MAC are Second Lieutenants Ernest W. 
Wright, Alfonso Williams, Rodman L. Turner, and Cosmo H. Morgan. All four left 
the school immediately after graduation for duty at Fort Huachuca, Ariz. 


Army Air Forces—Planes of the AAF now on duty in the European theatre are 
maintained mechanically in the best possible condition, according to Col. George H. 
Beverley, AC, Director of Technical Inspection of the AAF, 
who recentiy returned from a European inspection tour. His 
conclusion is based not only on personal observation but on 
reports from technical inspectors assigned to all overseas 
commands to supervise the maintenance of combat airplanes 
and equipment. “In spite of the large number of ‘green’ me- 
chanics that have been taken into the AAF during its expan- 
sion,” said Colonel Beverley, “there has been no noticeable 
decrease in the excellence of our mechanical maintenance.” 

Lt. Coil. Andrew Ten Eyck, AC, has been transferred from 
the Public Relations Office in Washington, D. C., to the School 
of Military Government at the University of Virginia where he will enter upon 
studies looking to after-the-war developments at home and abroad. A New York law- 
yer and educator, Colonel Ten Eyck was confidential assistant to Governor and Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt at Albany in 1932-3. He served in World War I. 

An officers’ club and mess and a cooks’ and bakers’ school have been added to 
the AAF basic training center No. 7 at Atlantic City, it was announced by Col. Robert 
P. Glassburn, commanding oflicer. The officers’ club, in the grill of one of the beach- 
front hotels taken over by the Army, was opened informally last week with a buffet 
supper and dance. 

A new printing of AR 95-90, Army Air Forces, Passengers in Aircraft, has been 
issued under date of 24 July, 1942, is now ready for distribution. This pamphlet 
supersedes AR 95-90, 19 May, 1941, including section 1, Circular No. 216, and section 
111, Circular No. 239, War Department, 1941; section IV, Circular No. 8, section VI, 
Circular No. 78, section II, Circular No. 98, and section IV, Circular No. 156, War 
Department, 1942. There also has been issued Change No. 1 in AR 95-90, Army Air 
Forces, Passengers in Aircraft. 

Royal Air Force Coastal Command planes are helping AAF in the hunt for sub- 
marines in the Western Atlantic and have already engaged the enemy. The story 
of the Coastal Command began three years ago, when it resorted to the desperate 
bluff of sending up small training planes on operational flights off the English coast. 
The pilots of these unarmed planes often did not carry so much as a revolver—but 
the U-boats were scared into remaining beneath the surface and thousands of tons 
of shipping were saved. Today, the Command is as strong as was the entire RAF at 
the beginning of the war, and it flies such planes as the American built Hudsons 
and Catalinas and the British Sunderland flying boats. 

Its work already has taken the Coastal Command over some 60,000 square miles 
of ocean stretching from North Cape, Norway, to the coast of West Africa. It is a 
great jump that now brings them across the vastness of the Atlantic. 

2nd Lt. Samuel F. Junkin, jr., the first AAF pilot to shoot down a German plane 
in combat was formerly an enlisted man, who was graduated in May, 1941, from the 
airplane mechanic course at Chanute school of the AAF Technical Training Command. 
His success in this course led to an opportunity for flight training after he had been 
rejected previously because of insufficient college credits. After Lieutenant Junkin 
had scored his success, he was forced to bail out of his plane with a bullet through 
bis right shoulder. He was picked up by a Commando barge and now is recuperating 
in a British hospital. 

An ice indicator that may aid all airmen has been perfected by Dr. Waldo Kliever, 
a young scientist of Minneapolis. It tells when ice begins to form on an airplane, how 
thick the ice is at any stage of its development, and it can switch on the de-icer. It 
takes all the worry from a pilot’s mind. It weighs about five pounds and resembles 
a handful of telephone cord connecting two small black boxes, a dial and a plastic 
disc. The ice-indicator is said to have been tested and found trustworthy. 

Lt. Gen. George H. Brett, American commander of the United Nations Air 
Forces in the Southwest Pacific, made a record flight from Australia when he re- 
turned to this country recently. Maj. Frank Kurtz, who accompanied General Brett 
and a staff of officers, said the flight had been made in 36 hours 10 minutes. 

General Brett told interviewers that “our pilots are probably the best in the 
world.” 

“I say that without reservation,” he declared. “‘They have covered themselves 
with glory in action against the enemy in more ways than one. I personally have seen 
them put to tests under the most terrible conditions and they came through every 
time with flying colors. 

“Our fliers have shown an amazing willingness to risk their lives for their coun- 
try under the most severe conditions.” 

In addition to General Brett and Major Kurtz, his flight crew included Brig. 
Gen. Edwin Perrin, Lt. Col. L. B. Kelly, Maj. John DeVos, Lt. Marvin McAdams, Lt. 
Harry Schreiver and Sergeants Aubrey Fox and H. M. Varner. 


Five and one-quarter billion dollars’ worth of warplanes, engines and propellers 
have been produced by the American aircraft manufacturing industry during the 
three years of World War II, Col. John H. Jouett, president of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce of America, reported today as the conflict entered the fourth 
year. This is more than eight times the total production in the United States during 
the ten years before the start of the war on 1 Sept. 1939. 

The War Department has announced a further change in the display insignia 
of Army airplanes. Henceforth, instead of being carried on both wings, upper and 
Under surfaces, the five-pointed white star, circumscribed by a blue circle, will be 
Carried only on the upper left wing surface, the under right wing surface and on both 
Sides of the fuselage. The red disc, formerly inscribed in the star, was eliminated 
from the insignia on all Army combat planes 15 May, 1942, and on all other Army planes 
“ June. The former red, white and blue tail markings were eliminated at the same 

ime. 








Bureau of Aeronauties—Pensacola commissioned the Navy’s first Patrol Plane Me- 
chanics School on 24 August. This school, which is open to aviation machinist’s mates 
stationed at other bases as well as to mates and strikers at the “Annapolis of the 
Air,” is located in the recently commissioned ground school building at the station’s 
PBY squadron. 

Authorized by the Commandant, Capt. A. ©. Read, USN, the school was organ- 
ized under the direction of Lt. Lewis 8. Drill, USNR, the squadron’s educational 
officer, on the assumption that patrol plane mechanics must have more knowledge 
about more things than any other Aviation Machinist's Mate. 

The school does not supplant regular Aviation Machinist’s Mate Schools, but 
rather supplements the subjects taught there. The trainees are instructed in the 
latest developments in the operation and maintenance of power plants, patrol plane 
seamanship, advanced base duties and operations, electricity, gunnery, patrol plane 
equipment and material. Enlisted men wishing to attend the school may apply for 
transfer to Pensacola. 


Pensacola’s new auxiliary base fields have been officially named Bronson and 
Barin Fields. Bronson Field, formerly unofficially called Tarklin Field, has been 
named after C. K. Bronson, Naval Aviator No. 15. Barin Field, formerly the Foley, 
Ala., airport, has been named after L. T. Barin, Naval Aviator in the First World 
War and an outstanding stunt flier. 


A course designed to prepare officers, cadets, enlisted men and British flight 
students to meet any emergency in the water, is now in full operation at Pensacola. 
All students entering the patrol plane squadron go through the course. Divided into 
two sections, the men learn how to use a life jacket, assemble, inflate and handle the 
rubber boats, and what to do with a parachute if forced to leap into the sea. During 
the morning, from 10 o’clock to 11, the students can be seen swimming with gear, 
undressing while in the water or utilizing their clothing as safety equipment. They 
are also taught procedures to use in rescuing shipmates—breaking holds, carrying 
men, proper swimming strokes and finally artificial respiration. The students also 
attend two-hour lectures in the squadron’s ground school. All phases of safety pro- 
cedure are taught, and the students test the practicability of each method except in 
the use of the parachute. 


Bureau of Naval Personnel—Ensigns and Lieutenants (jg) under 33 years of age 
who are physically and psychologically qualified and who have 50 hours’ solo flying 
and a pilot’s certificate may now become naval aviators. Those who apply may be 
assigned to civilian pilot training courses and ordered to an appropriate station for

the training. Upon successful completion of a civilian pilot training instructor’s course 
these officers will be transferred to naval flight training centers for refresher courses 
leading to the designation of naval aviator. Application should be made to the Bureau 
of Naval Personnel via the Bureau of Medicina and Surgery and the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. 

Efforts to encourage American youth in elementary and secondary schools to 
“hitch their studies to a purpose” are being undertaken through a series of eight 
posters which help them visualize the many practical uses for their knowledge of 
mathematics and science in the Navy. In this connection, Rear Adm, Randall Jacobs, 
USN, Chief of Naval Personnel, says: “The United States Navy from its inception has 
maintained its reputation for devotion to the national welfare. This reputation has 
been hard-earned not only by the deeds of our naval heroes in action but by the con- 
stant loyalty and unselfish devotion to duty of all officers and enlisted men, who are 
confronted daily with the difficult, arduous and less conspicuous tasks which make 
the Navy an efficient fighting organization and a worthy instrument of national policy. 

“These posters illustrate naval duty which requires a thorough schooling in 
fundamentals, keen physical fitness. and mera] stamina, In order to acquire these 
characteristics, the Navy is depending on American youth to make the most of their 
opportunities while in school.” 

The keynote of the message imparted through the widespread circulation of these 
posters in elementary and secondary schools is that mathematics and science are 
the basic requirements for all technical work. 


Chemical Warfare Service—The War Department has just released AR 35-1300, 
relating to the Chemical Warfare School, and superseding regulations of 8 May, 1936, 
including C 1, 14 Oct., 1939. 

Brig. Gen. Haig Shekerjian, formerly in charge of training at the Chemical 
Warfare Center, Edgewood Arsenal, Md., has been named to command the new 
Chemical Warfare center at Gadsden, Ala. He has arrived at the new site and is 
now directing activities there, 

Maj. Gen. William N. Porter, chief of the Chemical Warfare Service, will speak 
on 8 Sept., at the Hooker Electro-Chemical Co., Niagara Falls, N. Y., where he will 
present the Army-Navy “E” award. 


Bureau of Ships—Another Naval victory—a victory won by the workers of America 
—will be recorded Labor Day, 7 September, when more than 150 Naval ships will be 
launched or will have their keels laid. Included in these 150 Naval vessels are de- 
stroyers, submarine chasers. motor torpedo boats, mine-sweepers, coastal transports, 
tank landing craft, seaplaue tenders and others, 

The United States will celebrate Labor Day this year with the central theme, 
“Free Labor Will Win,” and thousands of shipyard workers in 75 municipalities of 
27 states where these Jaunchings and keel layings will take place—on the Atlantic 
Coast, on the Pacific Coast, on the Gulf Coast and in the Great Lakes and inland 
waterways areas—will join in this vast celebration marking actual achievement in 
the Navy’s shipbuilding program. 

Organized labor, shipyard employees and management representatives will par- 
ticipate in these ceremonies—an inspiration to all citizens and particularly to the 
more than 400,000 workers in over 100 shipyards from coast to coast who are keeping 
production of United States Naval vessels ahead of schedule. 


Finance Department—Of general interest are two new sets of Army regulations, 
just released and relating to the longevity pay of commissioned officers, and the pay 
of retired commissioned and warrant officers. 

AR 85-1680, concerning longevity pay for commissioned officers informs of statu- 
tory provisions, pay upon which longevity may be computed, types of service and 
when counted, and the use of the Army Register. It supersedes regulations of 23 
June, 1986, including C 1., 23 Sept., 1937. 

Fighteen pages long, AR 35-1760 discusses retired pay of commissioned and war- 
rant officers. It replaces regulaticns of 7 June, 1940, including section V, Circ. No. 
188, 1940; par. 2, section I, Cire. No. 48; paragraph 2, Cire. No, 221, and section III, 
Cire. Ne, 235, 1941, 

Also promulgated are changes No, 1 to AR 85-6640, which concern lost, destroyed, 
damaged, or unserviceable property. The changes supersede section III, Cire. No. 
239, and sec. I, Circ. No. 245, 1942.

A circular letter points out that Rosh Hashonah (New Year) begins on 
Friday evening, 11 Sept., and ends on Sunday night, 13 Sept.; and Yom Kippur (Day 
of Atonement) starts on Sunday evening, 20 Sept., and terminates on Monday eve- 
ning, 21 Sept. 

Chaplains should note that as of 1 Sept., the Chief of Chaplains Religious Fund 
will be allocated to Service Commands, from which monies will be awarded to 
chaplains. All chaplains are advised, therefore, to make requests for religious sup- 
plies to the Command General of the Service Command in which they are stationed. 

Ch, Thomas H. Reagan, 78th Division Chaplain, Camp Butner, N. C., reports that 
18 regularly scheduled religious services are now being held each week for enlisted 
men and officers, with all the principal denominations represented. Other chaplains on 
duty with the 78th, are:

He urged them to take advantage of the Government systems whereby 
they can save part of their pay for the time when they will be out of the Army. 


Ski Troops—Taking a valuable tip from the seal, whose turned back-hair permits 
facility of movement, the Quartermaster Corps is now procuring a mohair strip which 
will be strapped on the skis of Army troops. The strip is 2% inches wide and five 
feet 10 inches long, with three webbing straps at the front, center and rear, for at- 
taching it to the ski. Because the mohair material goes against the grain, the skier 
gains traction in climbing hills. 


Corps of Engineers—To meet a particular need af men attached to the Army’s new 
and important Engineer Amphibian Command, under Brig. Gen. Daniel Noee at 
Camp Edwards, Mass., the Quartermaster Corps has designed a black waterproof 
mitten of gauntlet type. The new hand covering, provided with a special trigger 
finger, will be worn over a seamless wool line. The materials for the mitten is poplin 
in latex. The palm is roughened to provide a non-skid gripping surface. 


rmaster Corps—F rom officials in Washington comes momentous word that the 
potato is “king” of the Army mess, Analysis of the master menu for September re- 
veals that potatoes will be served 39 times and in 14 different ways. Here’s the 
breakdown: Mashed potatoes are listed eight times, hash browns six, and lyonnaise 
five times. Boiled potatoes will be served six times, French fries and baked potatoes, 
three; browned, potato cakes and ordinary baked potatoes, once, and creamed and 
baked brown, once each. 
Of the potato’s value, the Army has this to say: “Irish potatoes provide quick 
energy, supply all the needed vitamins and are a good source of minerals. They 
give little roughage if peeled, but do furnish roughage if the skins are eaten. Sweet 
potatoes also have high energy value and provide a good source of vitamins and 
minerals but do not furnish much roughage.” 


Army Specialist Corps—In a speech delivered this week at Ontario, Canada. before 
a meeting of the National Electric Contractors Association, Deputy Director Henry 
P. Seidemann, of the Army Specialist Corps, stated that the Army’s most acute short- 
age of engineers is among those with electrical training. He said thousands were 
needed, and reported that the ASC is now sending to all engineering graduates of the 
last 12 years—‘“not only the electricals—questionnaires to find civil, mechanical, in- 
dustrial, chemical, and other kinds of engineers who may be willing to offer their ser- 
vices and take the special electrical training courses to fit them for these urgently 
needed services.” 


Signal Corps—Brig. Gen. Edgar L. Clewell, recently elevated to that rank and com- 
mander of the SCRTC, Ft. Monmouth, N. J., was tendered a formal retreat parade 
by a selected regiment on 25 Aug. He was welcomed with an 11-gun salute, and was 
met at the entrance to Ft. Monmouth by Brig. Gen. George L. Van Deusen, post 
commander, who escorted General Clewell to the reviewing stand. The parade troops 
were led by Lt. Col. James F. Philbrook, with Lt. Walter 8S. Czajkowski as adjutant. 

The Signal Corps Photographic Center, Long Island City, N. Y., will be offi- 
cially dedicated on 22 Sept. Maj. Gen. Dawson Olmstead, Chief Signal Officer, is 
scheduled to speak, as is Col. M. E. Gillette, commanding officer. 








Service Voting Bill 


Surprisingly little delay in action by 
conferees resulted in the service voting 
bill (H. R. 7416) being returned to the 
House with the recommendation that all 
important Senate amendments to the 
measure be accepted. 

These amendments include waiver of 
the poll tax for men in the armed forces, 
provision for voting in primaries as well 
as in general elections and provision for 
men outside of continental United States 
to cast ballots. 

The bill was approved by the Senate on 
25 Aug. with the controversial amend- 
ments added after lengthy debate. On 
Monday, 31 Aug., the House agreed to 
send the bill to a conference committee to 
adjust differences, and the conferees 
promptly accepted the Senate amend- 
ments. 

It is planned to recall the House from 
its vacation on 9 Sept. to vote on the 
amendments. A bitter debate over the 
poll tax exemption amendment is ex- 
pected to ensue. 

The War Department has objected to 
the proposal to include overseas person- 
nel, stating that the amendment will 
create administrative difficulties and may 
result in the giving of information to the 
enemy. 

If the bill passes in time to become 
operative before the general elections in 
November, service personnel will be per- 
mitted to receive ballots from the secre- 
taries of state of their respective states 
by sending a postcard form which will 
be made available at all stations. The bill 
covers only votes for senators and repre- 
sentatives, and—in presidential elections 
—for electors for President. Where ab- 
sentee voting laws of their state permit 
personnel to vote by that means, they 
may elect which method they will use.

NAVY DEPARTMENT 
No. 113, 27 Aug. 

South Pacific—l. Since the issuance of 
Navy Department Communique No, 112, there 
has been no further action in the sea battle 
off the Solomon Islands. 

2. Japanese surface forces appear to have 
withdrawn from the vicinity of our positions 
in the Tulagi area. 

Atlantic—3. The U. 8. destroyer Ingraham 
has been sunk as a result of a collision in 
a fog in the Atlantic. 

4. The next of kin of those lost have been 
notified. 

No. 114, 29 Aug. 

South Pacific—l. During the late afternoon 
of 27 August (Washington date) a United 
States aircraft patrol, based on Guadalcanal 
Island, in the Solomon Archipelago, sighted 
one small and three large Japanese destroy- 
ers. These ships appeared to be loaded with 
supplies and equipment for isolated Japa- 
nese patrols believed to be operating near 
the eastern end of Santa Isabel Island. 

2. After reporting contact, the patrol planes 
attacked and secured one hit on the small 
destroyer. 

3. A striking force of “Douglas” dive- 
bombers from Guadalcanal answered the con- 
tact report by proceeding to attack the three 
large destroyers, The attack resulted in the 
following damage to the enemy: 

(a) One large destroyer sunk as the result 
of a heavy explosion following bomb hits. 

(b) A second large destroyer severely dam- 
aged and probably sunk. 

4. During this attack the striking force 
observed that the destroyer previously hit 
by the patrol planes was crippled and burn- 
ing 

5. No further action has been reported in 
this area. 


No. 115 
South Pacific: (All dates given are East 
longitude, one day later than Washington 


date.) 

1, The position of our forces in the Guadal- 
canal-Tulagi area has been sufficiently well 
established to warrant the release of details 
of the action in the Solomon Islands, which 
has been in progress since the early morning 
of 7 August. 

2. The operation was carried out under the 
direction of the Commander, Naval Forces, 
South Pacific, Vice Adm, R. L. Ghormley, 
and under the general direction of the Com- 
mander in Chief of the Pacific Fleet, Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz. The amphibious 
landing force of United States Marines was 
under the immediate command of Maj. Gen. 
A. A. Vandergrift, USMC. The transport force 
was commanded by Rear Adm. R. K, Turner 
and the supporting ships were under the 
command of Vice Adm. Frank J. Fletcher. 

3. Our approach to the area of operations 
was accomplished under cover of an overcast 
which made aerial reconnaissance difficult. 
On the night of 6-7 August the weather 
cleared and our transports and screening 
forces proceeded unopposed to their assigned 
positions. During the early morning hours 
of 7 August, under the strong protection of 
ecarrier-based aircraft and supporting fire 
from surface vessels, the actual landing oper- 
ations were commenced, A complete surprise 
had been effected and eighteen Japanese sea- 
planes and a small schooner were caught in 
the harbor and sunk. Our carrier-based 
planes covered the entire operation, dive- 
bombing shore batteries, supply stations and 
centers of enemy resistance while maintain- 
ing an alert against possible enemy air at- 
tack. 

4. Specially trained and fully equipped Ma- 





rine Corps troops were transported to the 
beaches in landing craft and beach-heads 
were soon established. Varying degrees of 
resistance were encountered but by night- 
fall our troops were in possession of a strong 
beach-head in the Tenaru River region on 
Guadalcanal and had captured most of Tu- 
lagi, all of Gavutu, and had occupied a po- 
sition at Halavo on Florida Island. During 
the night and early the following morning 
the island of Tanambogo, which is connected 
to Gavutu by a causeway, was taken in the 
face of strong opposition. 

5. Before, during and after these attacks, 
long range Army bombers, some under the 
command of General Douglas MacArthur and 
others under the command of Vice Admiral 
Ghormley, were engaged in coordinated 
search operations, These bombers, while so 
engaged, delivered heavy attacks on enemy 
ships and air bases in the New Britain, New 
Guinea and Solomon Islands area. 

6. The first enemy counter-attack developed 
at about 3:20 p.m. on 7 August when 25 heavy 
bombers attacked the occupying forces. No 
hits were scored by the enemy and anti- 
aircraft fire from our surface ships brought 
down two of these bombers and damaged 
two others. Shortly after 4:00 p.m., 10 enemy 
dive-bombers attacked our ships. A bomb 
hit damaged one of our destroyers while two 
of the enemy planes were shot down by anti- 
aircraft fire. 

7. Our operations on 7 August resulted in 
heavy loss to the enemy in both men and 
aircraft, loss of control of all vital positions 
in the Guadalcanal-Tulagi area and the loss 
of large quantities of supplies when posi- 
tions were surrendered. We suffered one de 
stroyer damaged but our losses in men and 
aireraft during the first day’s operations 
were moderate. 

8. During the night of 7 August and 
throughout the following morning, supplies 
and equipment were hurriedly unloaded from 
ships and sent ashore to assist our patrols 
in consolidating their gains. This work was 
earried on in the face of sporadic attacks 
by scattered enemy troops against whom con- 
tinued assaults were made, 

9. At about noon on 8 August, 40 or more 
enemy torpedo planes attacked our ships in 
the harbor. One destroyer and one unloaded 
transport were hit. Twelve enemy planes 
were shot down by ships’ anti-aircraft and 
fighters and two were destroyed by gunfire 
from shore batteries. During the enemy air 
attacks on 7 August and 8 August our car 
rier-based aircraft and anti-aircraft batteries, 
in addition to dive-bombing enemy shore bat 
teries and supply centers, shot down 47 ene 
my planes of different types. 

10. By sundown on 8 August, the area oc 
eupied by our troops on Guadalcanal Island 
had been expanded and the airfield, which 
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the Japanese had nearly completed, was in 


| our possession. Enemy resistance on the is- 


lands of Tulagi, Gavutu and Tanambogo had 
been overcome and large quantities of am- 
munition and supplies were captured as well 
as equipment which the Japanese were using 
to develop a major naval base. 


11. During the night of 8-9 August unload- 
ing from transports and cargo ships contin- 
ued, The enemy attempted to disrupt these 
operations by a strong thrust with surface 
vessels. Our cruisers and destroyers, which 
were covering the operations, intercepted the 
attack and forced the enemy to retreat be- 
fore reaching the vessels engaged in the land- 
ing operations. The close-range fighting in 
this action resulted in damage to the enemy 
and to our forces. By nightfall on 9 August 
unloading operations had been completed and

our transports and cargo ships left the area. 

12. By noon on 10 August the Marines had 
overcome a!! major apposition on the islands 
of Guadalcanal, Tulagi, Gavutu, Tanambogo, 
Makambo and portions of Florida Island and 
were engaged in pursuing isolated patrols 
which had withdrawn to the interior. 

13. “Mopping-up” operations have continued 
to date, Several small contingents of enemy 
troops have been landed on the islands which 
we hold, the largest landing having been made 
by 700 troops on Guadalcanal on 21 August. 
Our positions have been bombarded by sur- 
face craft and submarines and bombed by 
aircraft, but our losses as a result of these 
attacks have been small, Every attempt by 
the enemy to recapture his lost positions has 
resulted in the complete annihilation or cap-

ture by United States Marines of all troops 
that have landed. 

14. On 23 August our reconnaissance air- 
craft observed several detachments of enemy 
ships approaching Guadalcanal Island from 
the North and Northeastward. The presence 
of transports indicated that an attempt to re- 
capture the shore positions in the Guadal- 
canal-Tulagi area was intended. The action 
at sea which ended in the withdrawal of the 
enemy surface forces was described in Navy 
Department Communiques Nos, 111 and 112. 
While this action was in progress, enemy 
aircraft made three attacks in force on Guad- 
alcanal, Naval and Marine fighters, based at 
the newly captuved airfield at Guadalcanal, 
met and repulsed these attacks, 


No. 116, 30 Aug. 

South Pacific—1. On 29 Aug. (East longi- 
tude date) the Japanese conducted two bomb- 
ing raids on our positions at Guadalcanal, 

2. The first attack was made by six planes 
and was followed, about eight hours later, 
by a flight of eighteen bombers, 

3. Three enemy bombers and four “Zero” 
fighters were shot down, Damage to our po- 
sitions was minor and no United States planes 
were lost. 

No. 117, 3 Sept. 

Far Kast—1. U. 8. submarines have reported 
the following results of operations against the 
enemy in Far Eastern waters: 

(a) One Japanese light cruiser sunk. 

(b) Two small freighters sunk, 

(c) One medium-sized tanker sunk, 

(d) One small steamer sunk, 

(e) Two large tankers damaged. 

(f) One, medium-sized cargo ship damaged 
and probably sunk. 

2. The above actions are not related to the 
recent operations in the Solomon Islands and 
have not been announced in any previous 
Navy Department Communique, 


GEN, MacARTHUR’'S HQ., AUSTRALIA 


27 Aug. 

Northwestern Sector: Timor: Allied medium 
bombers attacked Deli and enemy installa- 
tions, starting fires, 

Northwestern Sector: Buna: Despite bad 
weather conditions in another surprise attack 
our fighters caught ten type Zero fighters 
while taking off, destroying six and damaging 
two. Fires were started on the field. One of 
our planes is missing. 

Milne Bay: In the face of strong air oppo- 
sition from the enemy landed ground forces 
from a small convoy during the night. 

Allied heavy bombers, under the most ad- 
verse flying conditions, attacked from a low 
altitude and sank a transport, heavily dam- 
aged and probably sank a cruiser and dam- 
aged a destroyer. 

One of our bombers was shot down, Our 
medium bombers and fighters heavily bombed 
and strafed enemy barges, supplies and ene- 
my personnel on shore. Many fires were 
started and six landing barges were de- 
etroyed. 

28 Aug. 

Northwest sector: Darwin: Two enemy 
bombers raided under cover of darkness, 
causing slight damage. 

Broome: Minor damage was sustained in a 
night raid by two seaplanes. 

Northeastern sector: Buna: Allied medium 
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bombers with a strong fighter escort suc- 
cessfully hit the airdrome runway and dis- 
persal areas. During the attack ten Zero-type 
fighters were engaged in combat. Four enemy 
planes were shot down, two were probably 
destroyed and three others were damaged, All 
our planes returned, 

Milne Bay: Action between ground forces 
is developing. At dawn our fighters machine- 
gunned enemy barges, supplies and fuel 
dumps on shore. An Allied medium bomber 
flight encountered ten to thirteen enemy 
fighters, destroying four in combat. An enemy 
attack by ten Zero planes and five dive 
bombers was intercepted by our fighters, 
which shot down two Zeros and two dive 
bombers and badly damaged a third dive 
bomber. Our anti-aircraft destroyed or dam- 
aged three other enemy ‘planes. One of our 
fighters is missing. 


30 Aug. 

Northwestern sector: Amboina: An Allied 
air unit attacked an enemy cargo vessel with 
unknown results, There was no other activity 
in the rest of the sector except reconnais- 
sance, 

Northeastern sector: Kuka, Solomons: Our 
bombers attacked an enemy airdrome at 
night; dispersal areas and the runway were 
heavily hit from a medium altitude, There 
was no attempt at interception and all our 
planes returned, 

Rabaul, New Britain: Our heavy bombers 
hit hard at the airdrome, dropping ten tons 
of high explosives among building and dis- 
persal areas, Six Zeros attempted intercep- 
tion. Two were shot down and two others 
badly damaged and probably destroyed with- 
out loss to ourselves. An Allied air unit on 
reconnaissance shot down an additional two 
enemy fighters of the five which endeavored to 
intercept. 

New Guinea: Development of the enemy’s 
attack on New Guinea continues, Under cover 
of naval units off the north coast and ad- 
verse weather conditions rendering local fly- 
ing most difficult and ineffective, one cruiser 
and eight destroyers entered Milne Bay last 
night and may have landed light reinforce- 
ments. Ground fighting of bitter intensity 
continues there with no decisive results, 

Our planes are cooperating with ground 
forces and have inflicted heavy damage and 
casualties. An enemy destroyer was spotted 
and despite bad weather was attacked and 
probably damaged. 

In the Kodoka area all enemy thrusts have 
been repulsed. 

In the Lae-Salamaua outposts clashes are 
occurring. 

Buna: Our medium bombers, with strong 
fighter escort, executed a damaging low-level 
attack on the airfield. One Zero fighter was 
demolished by a direct bomb hit, Four Zeros 
and a bomber were destroyed by strafing on 
the ground and other planes were damaged 
by nearby bomb blasts. Three large fires were 
started in dispersal areas, There was no at- 
tempt at interception, 


81 Aug. 


A special communique: 

The Milne Bay area is rapidly being cleared 
of the enemy. Australian combat troops, ably 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Clowes and brilliant- 
ly supported by American and Australian 
air units, have thrown the enemy back into 
the narrow confines of the peninsula north 
of the bay, where he is being rapidly re- 
duced. 

His losses have been heavy. Some rem- 
nants of his forces were probably saved from 
destruction by evacuation by naval warcraft 
under cover of darkness. All his heavy sup- 
plies and equipment, including tanks were 
lost, 

The operation represents another phase in 
the pattern of the enemy's plans to capture 
Port Moresby. This citadel is guarded by the 
natural defense line of the Owen Stanley 
range. 

The first effort was to turn its left flank 
from Lae and Salamaua, which proved im- 
practicable. 

He then launched an attack in large convoy 
force against its rear. This was repulsed and 
dissipated by air and sea action in the Coral 
Sea. 

He then tried to pierce the center in a weak 
attempt by way of Buna-Gona-Kokoda, sub- 
jecting himself to extraordinary air losses 
because of the extreme vulnerability of his 
exposed position. 

His latest effort was to turn the right flank 
by a surprise attack at Milne Bay, The move 
was anticipated, however, and prepared for 
with great care, With complete secrecy the 
position was occupied by our forces and con- 
verted into a strong point. 

The enemy fell into the trap with disastrous 
results to him:

Northwestern sector: Darwin:*Two flights 
of three enemy planes raided at night, drop- 
ping bombs harmlessly in the harbor and in 
a mangrove swamp.

Northeastern sector: Rabaul: Our heavy 
bombers attacked an enemy cruiser and a 
transport with unobserved results. 

Kokoda: Sporadic fighting in thick jungle

Northeastern sector: Lae: In a surprise at- 
tack Allied medium bombers and attack 
bombers heavily damaged enemy installations 
in the airdrome area. Ten tons of bombs were 
dropped among grounded enemy aircraft, 
buildings and installations. Five large fuel 
dumps, many buildings and many aircraft 
on the ground were destroyed. Fires were 
visible thirty miles away. The enemy did not 
attempt to intercept our planes. All our planes 
returned. 

Salamaua: Clashes are occurring between 
forward elements in the area, 

Buna: Our heavy bombers attacked an ene- 
my camp area from a low altitude, starting 
fires and silencing anti-aircraft positions. 

Kokoda: Fighting is continuing in the area. 
Our fighters, cooperating with ground forces, 
machine-gunned the enemy. 

Milne Bay: Our land forces are mopping 
up scattered enemy units in the jungles of 
the north peninsula. Seven enemy fighters 
made a weak attack near the airfield. No 
damage resulted. 

2 Sept. 

Northwestern sector: Activity was limited 
in reconnaissance. 

Northeastern sector: Kokoda: Our ground 
forces are closely engaged in jungle fighting 
against enemy thrusts of increasing strength. 
Allied fighters in close support made two 
heavy strafing attacks on the enemy positions 
and lines of communication. 

Milne Bay: Scattered jungle fighting of a 
guerilla type continues,

United States Army Air Force Flying 
Fortresses, escorted by Spitfires of the R. A. 
F. Fighter Command bombed shipyards at 
Rotterdam late this afternoon.

Troop Movements Heavy 

The War Department said this week 
that approximately 6,500,000 troops were 
moved by rail since 7 Dec. 1941, as con- 
trasted to 1,916,417 moved during a com 
parable period in the last war. 

It was pointed out that troops are 
travelling 700,000,000 passenger miles 
per month. Average speed of troop trains 
is now 30 miles per hour. It was 19.6 
during the World War. Then a soldier 
was moved an average of three times 
between induction and embarkation. To- 
day he is moved an average of six times. 

It. Col. I. Sewell Morris is chief of 
the Transportation Branch, Traffic Con- 
trol Division, of the ‘Transportation 
Corps, and is responsible for the move- 
ment of these men. 





To Employ Women Extensively 

Secretary of War Stimson announced 
at his press conference this week that 
it is the War Department’s policy to use 
women employees in all capacities for 
which they are qualified or may become 
so by training. 

He said already about 300,000 women 
are performing varied activities as War 
Department employees, and indicated 
that as many more will be absorbed as 
replacements for men called to service. 


War’s Fronts 


(The War on the Civil and Military 
Fronts, by Maj. Gen. G. M. Lindsay, Mac- 
millan Company, New York City, 1942, 
112 pages, $1.50) 


JR BoCaerEED as England's authority 
on tank warfare, Maj. Gen. George 
M. Lindsay, colonel commandant Royal 
Tank Regiment since 1988, is the author 
of a book whose importance increases 
as armored warfare becomes more in- 
tense, 

The timeliness of the book is reflected 
in the fact that it was written between 
December, 1941, and February, 1942, and 
was delivered as the Lees Knowles lec- 
ture for 1942 at the University of Cam- 
bridge. 

Military personnel will find in this vol- 
ume the specific detail that many books 
lack. General Lindsay, a noted officer of 
the World War and now Deputy Regional 
Commissioner for Southwestern Civil 
Defense, puts to use his years of experi- 
ence with tank operations in an analysis 
of their action in the war. He outlines 
the mistakes and gives constructive criti- 
cism designed to insure the most effec- 
tive use of armored units. 

Because the public is always more in- 
terested in battle results than in the 
military strategy involved, they may find 
The War on the Civil and Military Fronts 
a bif trying in certain passages, but will, 
of corse, be deeply interested in the plan 
General Lindsay outlines for their ac- 
tions and defense in the event of in- 
vuasion. 

All in all, The War on the Civil and 
Military Fronts is a book which progres- 
sive thinking men will want to read and 
digest.

All components of the economic team 
are looking forward tensely to the ad- 
dress which President Roosevelt will de- 
liver Monday in which he will set forth 
his program to prevent inflation. Before 
the speech was prepared the various ele- 
ments have been attacking proposals 
which they fear may be brought up. 

The Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions’ Executive Board met this week 
and declared its opposition to the crea- 
tion of “any ezar or supreme dictator to 
regulate the economic affairs of the na- 
tion.” The CIO board added that the ef- 
fective agent for carrying out the wage 
stabilization program, which they said 
they accepted, was the War Labor 
Board. 

In Congress there has been some re- 
sentment against the President’s deter- 
mination to work out a plan which he 
can put into operation without legislative 
approval. Representative Voorhis, Cali- 
fornia democrat, came out for swift ac- 
tion by Congress to curb the “spiraling 
menace of inflation” through legislation 
rather than leaving the job to the Presi- 
dent. “If Congress is going to let the 
President perform quasi-legislation func- 
tions affecting domestic economy,” said 
Mr. Voorhis, “then I think that is where 
it loses its position and relinquishes its 
responsibility.” 

Commenting on the suit filed by the 
government against a number of cable 
manufacturers; the General Cable Cor- 
poration this week issued a statement as 
follows: 

“The situation in Washington is beyond 
the ken of any one man or organization of 
men and women who have been and are 
steadfastly applying themselves to the war 
effort. 

“Our business is to produce electrical wires 
and cables for the war effort. The condi- 
tions under which we are forced to operate, 
to say the least, are somewhat complicated, 

“Several weeks ago we were informed that 
the Department of Justice was engaged in 
an attempt te prove an anti-trust action 
against the industry of which we are a part. 
A short time later, when a decision of the 
War Labor Board was handed down and by 
which decision we had agreed to abide, we 
found ourselves with a strike on our hands 
and the government moved and took charge 
of our plant. 

“During the strike another department of 
the government requested us—and we agreed 
—to increase our production capacity an- 
other 25% at some hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of expense to us, and now, to cap the 
climax, the Department of Justice, finding 
itself feneed in with commitments not to im- 
pede production by the prosecution of anti- 
trust suits, swings over to the charge of to- 
day. In other words, an anti-trust action is 
called by another name in order to evade 
those commitments, 

“The prices at which the government has 
heen purchasing this cable since the war are 
lower than in the years prior to the war. The 
government is and has been paying the same 
price for their purchases as private custom- 
ers. With the knowledge that volume has an 
effect on profit, we have at all times evi- 
denced « willingness to renegotiate any and 
all contracts with the government. 

“Our company has not had the courtesy of 
an investigation as to costs or as to profit 
margins, We regard this proceeding as an 
unwarranted slap at our company and the 
ladustry as a whole, and as part of the sit- 
vation to which the press of the country has 
80 frequently referred in recent despatches. 
We are turning this job over to our counsel to 
handle and will strive, in spite of the known 
diverting influence of the action which has 
heen brought, to ‘get on’ with the job of pro- 
duction, 

“These are times of grave crises when 
some confusion and working at cross-pur- 
poses within the government are unaveid- 
able, but nevertheless we are satisfied the 
Navy must deprecate, es much as does in- 
dustry, that that which has here been under- 
taken by the Department of Justice is most 
harmful in the effort to win the war. How- 
ever, we will, of course, carry on, and we 
need not, we think, reassure the Navy and the 
Army that our whole-hearted endeavors will 
be continued. We venture to believe that they 
know us,”

Billy C. Gribble—For nearly an 
hour he labored successfully to repair the 
retractable landing gear of a bomber in 
flight whiie hanging head down through 
an open hatch, for which he was awarded 





a citation of valor from General Mac- 
Arthur’s Australian headquarters.

Lt. Dunean Seffern — Hiked 70 miles 
through the Australian jungles to an ad- 
vanced operational base after he was 
forced to bail out from the plane which 
he had been piloting. For six days he 
was without food.

Approve Unit Designs 

The War Department this week gave 
official approval to the custom of decor- 
ating airplanes, tanks and other organi- 
zational equipment with an individual 
characteristic design. These designs will 
he prepared by the Office of the Quarter- 
master General upon request from squad- 
rons, companies, and similar organiza- 
tions. The commanding generals of the 
Army Ground Forces, Army Air Forces, 
and Services of Supply will have sole 
authority to approve the designs for or- 
ganizations under their command. 

The Quartermaster General will co- 
ordinate all designs and register them 
after approval in order to prevent du- 
plication. 





Merchant Marine 


The War Shipping Administration has 
announced the incorporation of the 
United Seamen’s Service as an organi- 
zation devoted to the welfare of Ameri- 
can and other United Nations merchant 
marine seamen and officers. Its incorpo- 
rators are Rear Adm. Emory 8S. Land, 
USN-Ret., War Shipping Administrator ; 
Capt. Edward Macauley, deputy admin- 
istrator ; Joseph Curran, president of the 
NMU; Hary Lundeberg, president of the 
Seafarers’ International Union; and Bais 
Harris, president of the United States 
Lines. 

Admiral Land is honorary chairman 
of the board of directors and Henry J. 
Kaiser, West Coast shipping figure and 
proponent of huge cargo planes, is execu- 
tive chairman. 

Meanwhile Admiral I 1nd announced 
this week that a rest camp will be estab- 
lished at Elkridge, Md., for torpedoed 
seamen. The camp is first of many which 
will be located adjacent to the principal 
ports. 

The camps will provide facilities for 
at least two weeks of rest and relaxation 
for officers and men who are survivors 
of torpedoed vessels. The Elkridge unit 
is designed to accommodate 200 men. Ad- 
ministrative personnel from the WSA 
will operate the camp, formerly a CCC 
site. 

Seamen’s Registration 

A nation-wide registration of former 
merchant marine seamen and ships’ offi- 
cers will be held between 8-18 Sept., at 
all U. S. Employment Service offices, ac- 
cording to an announcement from the 
WSA. Admiral Land points out in this 
connection that more than 100,000 sea- 
men and officers will be needed to man 
the 2,300 new ships that will be built by 
the end of next year. 

Admiral Land appealed to these men 
to “let their country know who they are, 
where they are, and if they are willing 
to return to the sea.” 

New Training School 

Lt. Comdr. R. M. Sheaf, USNR, is com- 
manding officer of the new Merchant Ma- 
rine Basic School for the West Coast at 
San Mateo, Calif., formerly opened on 
29 Aug. The school accommodates 350 
cadets, midshipmen of the Merchant Ma- 
rine Naval Reserve.

Pre-induction Training 


Predicting that every American youth 
must unite in this war if peace is to be 
dictated by the Allies, Lt. Gen. Brehon B. 
Somervell, Commanding Officer of the 
Services of Supply, declared in his ad- 
dress before the American Institute on 
Education and the War on 28 August that 
there is great need now for all manner of 
scientific learning. He said: 

“There must be an all-out effort on the 
education front. Let us be realistic. 
Every able-bodied boy is destined at the 
appointed age for the armed services. 
The tempo of war is such that a complex 
college education is impossible. Those 
able to go to college must devote this time 
to training for the specialized work which 
the services demand. Those who do not 
or cannot go to college must begin now, 
whether they’re in school or out of school, 
to prepare themselves for the tasks which 
are for them inevitable and unavoidable. 
“Is this necessary? It is so necessary 
that all other values depend upon it. 
“How are we going to carry out this 
program ? 

“The War Department is supplying the 
United States Office of Education with 
lists of its needs by different categories 
of specialties. We’re telling the Office of 
Education that we need men with knowl- 
edge of physics, mathematics, the funda- 
mentals of radio, principles of mechanics, 
electrical shop work, automotive mechan- 
ices and all the other basic specialized 
training essential for development of an 
efficient Army. 

“But more than just stating our needs, 
we’re repairing outlines and making avail- 
able technical manuals that will help you 
in filling these needs. 

“Based on War Department technical 
manuals the course. includes background 
knowledge and skill which contribute 
toward 29 Army occupations. All extran- 
eous material is eliminated. Teaching 
aids are suggested, references are listed 
for pupil and teacher, demonstrations 
and laboratory exercises are listed, visual 
aids are recommended and problems and 
projects are given. The material covered 
by the outline takes into consideration 
the personnel and equipment problems of 
the schools. 

“Bear in mind that this is a 90-hour 
course. This is 90 hours you have saved 
your Army. Multiply that by the thou- 
sands of men we need with such train- 
ing. Multiply it by other courses you can 
give. Surely you will make certain now 
that no American soldier is ever killed or 
injured becanse you failed to do your 
part to provide adequate training. 

“I want yon to tell Bill Jones that when 
he has successfully completed a pre-in- 
duction course he'll be given a certificate. 
I want you to tell Bill Jones that that 
certificate, presented at an Army recep- 
tion center, will enable him to do an Army 
job for which he is equipped and a job 
that the Army must get done.”

Training Transfer Completed 
The transfer of maritime training func- 
tions from the Coast Guard to the super- 
vision of the War Shipping Administra- 
tion ordered in a recent executive order 
was completed on 31 Aug., and Coast 





Guard officials were informed to refer all 
matters of training to WSA representa- 
tives. 

Small Boat Contracts 

Contracts for a total of 340 additional 
small craft to protect the nation’s shore 
lines and harbors have been awarded by 
the Coast Guard. The contracts, awarded 
to seven shipbuilding companies, total $4,- 
500,000 in value. 

Six of the shipyards will build an ag- 
gregate of 300 cabin, picket-type boats at 
a cost of about $7,300 each. The seventh 
yard received an order for 40 more 83- 
foot patrol boats. These boats have a 
beam of 15 feet at the waterline and a 
draft of 4 feet 6 inches, 

The 300 picket boats bring to a total 
of 470 the number of boats of this type 
ordered since November 1941. These 
boats have a length over all of 38 feet, 
a beam of 10 feet and a draft of 3 feet.

Commanding generals of the 
Army’s nine service commands are held 
responsible for operation of the program 
and plants facilities and installations 
within their territories. 


18-Year-Olds for Draft 

The controversial question relating to 
the induction of 18 and 19 year old men 
appeared to be slated for legislative de- 
termination as the result of a bill intro- 
duced this week by Senator Gurney, of 
South Dakota. The measure, H. R. 2748, 
which has been referred to the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee for considera- 
tion, has been submitted to the War De- 
partment for a report. Senator Reynolds, 
of N. C., chairman of the committee, said 
this week that he believed the draft pro- 
posal will be “very largely guided by 
what the War Department has to say 
about it.” 








Safeguard Retirement Rights 

A bill to safeguard the retirement 
rights of assistant chiefs of branches of 
the War Department and of wing com- 
manders of the Air Force was introduced 
this week by Representative May, of Ky. 

The bill wus requested last week by the 
War Department, but it is understood 
that the department may not seek action 
on the bill immediately. 

Object of the bill is to insure that offi- 
cers who are named assistant chiefs of 
branches or wing commanders will retain 
the right to retire in the ranks conferred 
by those posts even if they are relieved 
before serving the statutory periods, if 
their relief is due to assignment to higher 
commands. 





Future of Army Specialist Corps

New Planes To Face Japs 


Speaking before the encampment of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars at Cincin- 
nati on 2 September, Assistant Secretary 
of War John J. McCloy declared the 
American high command feels confident 
its new plane, not yet in production, will 
far out-distance the records made against 
the Japanese by our P-39’s and P-40’s, 

Mr. McCloy also explained our use of 
Spitfires as protectors in raids over con- 
tinental Europe. He thought the United 
States has, in the P-38 and P-47, protec- 
tors that can travel over 25,000 feet and 
will be able to outdo anything seen so far. 
Mr. McCloy said: 


The Spitfire 

“Much was made the other day of the fact 
that Spitfires had accompanied our bombers 
on their raids over France. Our pilots were 
reported to have said that the Spitfire was a 
better plane for the Job than our own fighters, 
and here was the proof of it, Perhaps the new 
Spitfire will prove itself better in combat 
than anything we can produce, If so, more 
power to the British. The fact is, however, 
that the Spitfires were used to protect our 
bombers only because we made a deal 
with England whereby we would get our 
bombers into action much faster by using 
their excellent fighters as support pending 
the arrival of our own. * 

“When ours arrive and are properly co- 
ordinated with the bomber flights we know 
we shall be able to make a much deeper sweep 
into the Continent with our fighter protection 
than the Spitfire can afford us. 

“Our fighters will go just as high and we 
shall see how well they fight at the high alti- 
tudes, In tests against captured enemy planes 
it has performed better at 25,000 feet and over 
than anything we have so far met on the 
European front. 

“Our high altitude fighter, and I am speak- 
ing particularly of the two-engined P-38 now, 
will have at least as great firepower as the 
Spitfire, will climb and perform as high and 
it will for all practicable purposes go wher- 
ever the bomber goes, which the Spitfire hav- 
ing a very limited range and time in the air, 
cannot do. 

“The P-47 which is now in production, will, 
we think, also out-perform and outfight any 
fighter that we know about at any altitude. 

“Just before I came out here I attended a 
meeting at which reports on the very recent 
fighting in the Solomons and Milne Bay were 
given. I cannot relate the most recent vic- 
tories to a particular type of plane; that is, 
whether the successes were achieved by P-40's 
or P.30’s or to what extent the carrier-bnased 
planes of the Navy were involved, but if we 
keep it up against the Japs at the rate we 
are going with our present equipment we 
should feel much encouraged about what we 
can do to them with the new planes that are 
shortly to be in action. 


Bombers 

“There has also been some publicity to 
indicate that our heavy bombers are not well 
suited for serious work, The criticism here 
centers around the B-17,—the Flying Fortress. 
How it can in spite of the perverseness of 
some critics is inexplicable in the light of 
our experience. 

“North of the Solomons several B-17's made 
contact with a portion of the Jap Fleet on 
24 August. Before the show was over they 
had placed four bombs on one large Jap car- 
rier, five bombs on another believed to be a 
carrier or converted carrier and broke a large 
destroyer or light cruiser right in the middle 
so that it sank. They accomplished their mis- 
sion and were attacked by Zeros coming back, 
They knocked down five of them and probably 
two othere, Two of our bombers were dam- 
aged by gunfire but they were not knocked 
down, Our planes are hit frequently but they 
continue to function and they get home in 
shape to carry on again. I have heard no 
serious criticism of the B-24’s, the other four-

“The B-17 was designed over eight years 
ago,—with its present improvements it has 
already made a remarkable record, It is a 
great aeronautical achievement and we can 
be proud of it. Here ig the record of & few of 
its more recent missions: Moet 

“On 31 July one B-17 flew over Wake Is- 
land on a photographic mission. It was at- 
tacked by six Zeros and all six were de- 
stroyed. 

“On 12 August, nine B-17's started for a 
bombing mission over the Continent. On their 
way back they were intercepted by FW 190’s 
and ME 100’s off the Dutch Coast. For 23 
minutes 25 German fighters—190’s and 109's— 
attacked these bombers. Although unescorted 
by any fighter planes, we shot down at least 
two 190’s, probably four more, and damaged 
six others, including two 109’s. And all our 
bombers came back home with the co-pilot of 
one plane killed and two of the engines of the 
same plane knocked out. They have been in 
all important daylight missions on the Conti- 
nent and thus far all planes have come back. 

“Just as many of you know that you can’t 
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get a satisfactory all round golf club or fish- 
ing rod, so you cannot get an all round air- 
plane; at least, you have difficulty in getting 
such a thing in bombers. 

“The English bombers fly at lower speeds, 
are less heavily armored but carry a sub- 
stautially greater load. They fly, in the main, 
at night. If we can fly in the daytime with 
faster planes and lighter bombs, we may soon 
start round the clock bombing which may 
give even the German people something to 
think about when they recall Goering’s 
premise that no bomber could operate cver 
German soil, 


Men on Ground Win 


“It will take more than cargo plaies or 
even bombers to win this war. [he great 
achievements of this war to date have bcon 
accomplished not through air power alone but 
through wen as of old marching over the 
giound with great new air forces helpiug 
them to get there, The great achlevem rts 
have not been the bombing of London, Tokio 
or Berlin, but the march through France and 
the Low Countries, the march down the Malay 
Peninsula and across the grain fields of the 
Uk:eine and through the Balkans. 

“Stalingrad is today almost knocked out of 
existence by bombs but the strategic place on 
the map still holds out and so does Moscow 
because determined men still defend these 
places, Murmansk and Malta are bombed and 
bombed and still ships painfully work their 
way in. Rommel seems to be able to achieve 
remarkable success even though air superior!- 
ty is with his enemies. 

“We would be most negligent if we did not 
have a good fling at bringing Germany to her 
knees by the concentrated use of air power 
and we intend to give it a full test but we 
must also be prepared to go out, fight and 
occupy. Already we have outside the United 
States over a half million men and like John 
Paul Jones on the Bon Homme Richard we 
have not yet begun to fight. Some of us 
may cherish the thought that all we need to 
do is make many airplanes at very good 
wages and send them abroad with the loss of 
a relatively few courageous young men, pre- 
ferably someone else’s young men, to carry 
devastation to Japan and Germany but it is 
not apt to be so simple, or undisturbing to 
our present pursuits. 

“One word more and then I am done. I’m 
not here to defend all that your wartime 
leaders have done in preparing this nation for 
war. Mistakes have been made, some in our 
air program, good as it is. To state a few— 
we were slow in building up a good dive 
bomber or in realizing its possibilities al- 
though we were the first to show its use. We 
should have had more and better planes to 
sling torpedoes and we should have had more 
and better designed torpedoes for this type 
of work. As I look back on it good as it is, 
our training could have been improved and 
made more varied. Many other things could 
have been done or started earlier than they 
were but good men make mistakes and fre- 
quently because of their mistakes they be- 
come more useful men. Your present Armed 
Forces are made up of human beings keenly 
aware of their terrific responsibilities—each 
mistake they make is not a scandal even 
though in wartime we must frequently pay 
dearly for it.” 





New Army Units Organized 

Organization of an additional Army 
corps, of a third armored corps and of 
four additional armored divisions was 
announced by the War Department this 
week. 

The four armored divisions raise the 
total of such divisions to 14—four more 
than the pre-war goal of ten divisions. 

Pointing to the increased importance of 
armored units in warfare, Secretary of 
War Stimson stated, “Our views have 
been very greatly expanded since the war 
began.” 

The new headquarters formed by the 
Army are the XII Corps, the III Armored 
Corps, and the 11th, 12th, 13th and 14th 
Armored Divisions. 

The XII Corps, has been organized at 
Columbia, 8. C., with Maj. Gen. William 
H. Simpson commanding. 

Headquarters of the III Armored Corps 
has been organized at Camp Polk, near 
Leesville, La., with Maj. Gen. Willis D. 
Crittenberger, commanding. 

The 11th Armored Division also has 
been organized at Camp Polk, with Maj. 
Gen. Edward H. Brooks, commanding. 
The 12th Armored Division, is being or- 
ganized at Camp Campbell, near Hopkins- 
ville, Ky., with Maj. Gen. Carlos Brewer 
commanding. The 18th Armored Division, 
will be organized at Camp Beale, Marys- 
ville, Calif., with Brig. Gen. John B. Wo- 
gan commanding. The 14th Armored 
Division will be organized at Camp 
Chaffee, near Ft. Smith, Ark., with Brig. 
Gen. Vernon BE. Prichard commanding. 
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Army Groups Carry Colors 

The Commanding Generals of the Army 
Ground Forces, Army Air Forces and the 
Services of Supply have been authorized 
to carry colors, the War Department an- 
nounced on 3 September. 

A color is a flag carried by dismounted 
units, for supreme commanders—the Pres- 
ident, the Secretary of War, the Assistant 
Secretaries of War, the General of the 
Armies and the Chief of Staff—and the 
Commanding Generals of the three Army 
groups. 

The color for the Commanding General, 
AGF, will be of blue silk, 4’ 4” on the pike 
by 5’ 6” on the fly. In the center of the 
flag will be the shoulder sleeve insignia 
of the AGF piped in white, a disk of three 
horizontal stripes of equal width, blue, 
white and red, the blue uppermost. 

The grade of the Commanding General, 
AGF, will be indicated by three five-point- 
ed white stars 12” in height placed one 
on the vertical center line above the insig- 
nia and two on the horizontal center line 
on either side of the insignia. The color 
will be trimmed on three edges with a 
knotted fringe of golden orange silk 244” 
wide. Attached to the spearhead of the 
pike will be a cord 8 6” in length with a 
tassel at each end, made of ultra-marine 
blue and golden orange silk strands. 

A combination boat and field flag of 
the Commanding General, AGF, will be 
of blue wool bunting, 3’ hoist by 4’ 9” fly, 
with the same design as that of the color, 
but with the fringe, cord and tassels 
omitted. The automobile flag will be of 
blue felt, 6” on the staff by 9” fly, bearing 
the same design as that of the color. 

The color of the Commanding General, 
AFO, will be of ultra-marine blue silk 
4 4” on the pike by 5’ 6” on the fly. In 
the center will be the shoulder sleeve in- 
signia of the AAF consisting of an ultra- 
marine blue disk in nombril point, a white 
five-pointed star 10’ in height centered 
with a red disk and surmounted by a 
pair of gold conventionalized wings ex- 
tending upwards and outwards at 45°. 

The combination boat and field flag of 
the Commanding General, AAF, will be of 
ultra-marine blue wool bunting, 3’ hoist 
by 4 9” fly, with the same design as that 
for the color, omitting fringe, cord and 
tassels. The automobile flag will be of 
ultra-marine blue felt 6” on the staff by 
9” on the fly with the same design as that 
for the color. 

The color for the Commanding Gen- 
eral, SOS, will be of blue silk 4 4” on 
the pike by 5’ 6” on the fly, with the shoul- 
der sleeve insignia for the SOS in the 
center, 12” in height piped with white, 
consisting of a blue five-pointed star, one 
point up on a white background with a 
red border inside invected of six. 

The grade of the Commanding General, 
SOS, will be indicated by three five-point- 
ed white stars. The color will be trimmed 
on three edges with a knotted fringe of 
white silk 2%4” in height, and attached to 
the spearhead on the pike will be a cord 
8 6” in length with a tassel at each end, 
made of blue and white silk strands. 

The combination boat and field flag of 
the Commanding General, SOS, will be 
a blue wool bunting, 3’ hoist by 4’ 9” fly, 
with the same design as that of the color, 
omitting the fringe, cord and tassels. The 
automobile flag will be of blue felt 6” on 
the staff by 9” fly with the same design. 


Defense Housing for Officers 

Legislation, 8S. 2706, authorizing the 
rental of low cost housing to junior offi- 
cers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard was approved this week 
by the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. 

The bill was requested by the Navy De- 
partment following a ruling by the Comp- 
troller General that government managed 
housing may not be rented to officers. The 
bill proposes that rental privileges be ex- 
tended to Army and Marine officers of the 
grade of captain and below and Navy and 
Coast Guard officers in the grade of lieu- 
tenant and below. 

The Comptroller ruled that officers were 
excluded from the class of individuals to 
whom quarters constructed under the 
acts of 28 June 1940 and 9 Sept. 1940 
might be rented, but that such quarters if 
available might be assigned to officers in 
which case they would receive no rental 
allowances. In practice, the assignment 
of quarters would disrupt the self-amor- 





tizing programs of the housing develo, 
ments and accordingly féw quarters 
would be made available.

“Today, those enemies know ‘thé’ be- 
ginning of the answer to that‘q#estion,” 
he said. “They learned in the Atlantic, 
they learned in the Coral Sea, 
learned off Midway, they are learning 
now in their attempts to recapture that 
which was taken from them in the Solo- 
mon Islands.” 

In a tribute to the personnel of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, the 
Chief Executive said: “Battles cannot be 
fought and won without’ cost—and . the 
cost may be heavy in ships. 4nd in men. 
The brave and the skilled men and women 
of the Bureau of Médicine and Surgery 
are dedicated to the es of reducing the 
cost in men, saving lives on’ deck,,in the 
engine room, in the gifn turrets—alleviat- 
ing suffering, restoring the wounded to 
their duties as fighters for the cause of 
freedom.

Shorten USMA Course

States Naval Academy from four to three 
years.” 
Text of the bill is as follows: 
Be it enacted, etc., That the President be, 
and he is hereby, authorized to reduce, in his 
discretion, until the termination of the present 
war, the course of instruction at the United 
States Military Academy from four to three 
years and to graduate classes which have 
completed such reduced courses of instruc 
tion. 
The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
took up the bill at its meeting yesterday 
but did not report it, there not being 4 
quorum of members present. Maj. Gen. 
Francis Wilby, superintendent of the 
Academy, and Brig. Gen. I. H. Edwards, 
assistant chief of staff, G-3, testified. 


General Wilby told the committee that 
the only complication to shortening the 
course is the new policy of integrating 
flight training with the curriculum. He 
said that the flight training will be con- 
tinued, but will be given in the second 
and third years of the course instead of 
the third and fourth as at present. 

Some members of the first class are 
now at civilian flying schools, he said, and 
under present plans they will return 0 
the Academy in December for graduation 
in June. Other members of the class have 
remained at the Academy. The contem 
plated January graduation will add 41 
second lieutenants to the army, he said 

The shortened course, he stated, wil 
eliminate much of the furlough time nov 
granted. It is planned to give a total of 
only 30 days’ leave in the three-yeal 
course as against 112 days leave at pres 
ent. 

General Edwards said that the demané 
for junior officers while great, is not the 
compelling reason for shortening tb 
course. The most important reason, bt 
stated, is that it is felt that West Poit! 
should keep in step with other academ! 
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institutions which have shortened the! 
courses to fit in with the war progra® 
and the Army should not open itself ™ 
criticism by adhering to the four-yet" 
course. 
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
